15 NONOPERATING

Action on Their Wage 
Dispute Bogs Down in 
Congress — President 


Might Solve Problem. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, seeking to 
head off a nationwide railroad 
strike scheduled to begin Dec, 30, 
will confer with leaders of the five 
operating brotherhoods and repre- 
sentatives of management at a 
White House conference tomorrow. 

Although the unusual Sunday 
conference called by the President 
was limited on the labor side to the 
operating unions whose members 
have voted overwhelmingly to 
strike, it was watched with inter- 
est by the 15 nonoperating unions 
which likewise are in the middle 
of a knotty wage dispute. (The 


operating employes run the trains; 
the nonoperating men are shop- 
men, clerks, etc.) 

The President's action in calling 
the conference so promptly after 
his return to the White House 
yesterday from the. Cairo and Te- 
heran talks gave an indication that 
he regards the posSfbility of a par- 
alyzing transportation tie-up as of 
pressing concern. 

Wage Committees Invited, 

Besides the heads of the operat- 


ing unions—A, F. Whitney of 18 serjur 
Railroad Trainméf, D. 5S. Kober 


son of the Firemen and Engine- 
men, Alvaniey Johnston of the Lo- 
comotive Engineers, H. F. Fraser 
of the Railway Conductors and 
T. C. Cashen of the Switchmen— 
Roosevelt summoned the Carriers’ 
Wage Conference Committees set 
up for the three major geograph- 
ical divisions, east, west and south- 
east. . 

The committees are empowered 
to make agreements with the 
unions, and their presence at the 
White House meeting would make 
possible a prompt settlement on 
any terms agreed to there. 

The operating unions reported 
that 97% per cent of their mem- 
bership voted to strike, according 
to a progressive plan which would 
tie up the nation’s vital railroad 
systems within four days begin- 
ning Dec. 30. 

Demanded $3 More A Day. 

The more than 300,000 train and 
engine employes had asked for $3 
more a day, and had been granted 
a 32-cent daily increase by an 
emergency board, or about one- 
tenth of their demands. Cashen 
asserted in September, when the 
decision was announced, that such 
@n order was an insult and would 
not be accepted by the workers. 

The Railway Mediation Board, 
headed by William M. Leiserson, 
had scheduled a meeting of the 
nonoperating unions a flat 8-cents- 
an-hour increase. But members of 
the committee were frankly cast- 
ing hopeful glances at the White 
House for a solution before the 
same groups in Chicago tomor- 
row, but this session was post- 
poned when the President’s con- 
ference was called. Leiserson said 
the conferees would be advised if 
any further meeting was found 
necessary.

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3 NAZIS, RUSSIAN TRAITOR 
TO HANG FOR WAR CRIMES 


All Admitted Guilt in Kharkov Trial for Mass 
Executions—Deaths of 60 Pleading 
Children Described. 


LONDON, Dec. 19 (Sunday) 


(AP).—A Soviet military tribunal 
sitting at Kharkov convicted four 
men—one a Russian traitor—in the 
first war criminal trial of World 
War II today and sentenced them 
to death by hanging on charges 
that they participated in the mass 
killing of Russian prisoners and 
civilians, 

The Moscow radio, which told of 
the sentencing in a _ broadcast 
recorded by the Soviet monitor, 
said a crowded courtroom cheered 
when the announcement was made, 

The verdict was announced a 
few hours after one of the de- 
fendants was quoted by the Mos- 
cow radio as telling on the witness 
stand how thousands of persons— 
including men and women—were 
herded into death vans and killed 
by gas. 

“We were told that the Soviet 
people were an inferior race who 
must be exterminated by the su- 
perior German race and we were 
taught methods of extermination. 


It was impressed upon us that this 
was the policy ordered by the Ger- 
man Government.” 

“Those convicted were Capt. Wil- 
liam Langheld, of the Gestapo; 
Hans Ritz, storm trooper com- 
mander; Police Cpl. Reinhardt 
Ratzlaw, and Mikhail Petrovich 
Bulanov, Russian chauffeur for the 
Gestapo. 

The sentence was greeted by 
“universal acclamation,” said the 
broadcast, recorded by the Soviet 
monitor here. | 

“The military tribunal recognized 
that the guilt of the accused was 
fully proved,” the radio said.

BOYS THROW WAR 
SHELL ON BONFIRE 
AND TWO ARE KILLED 


Four Injured on Vacant Lot 
Near Arsenal of Brooklyn 
Army Base. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18 (AP).—A 
live 55-millimeter shell which they 
threw on a bonfire in a Brooklyn 
vacant lot today killed two boys 
and injured four others, three se- 
riously, as shrapnel sprayed out 
in the resulting explosion. 

Police said the boys found the 
shell in the lot, which is near the 
arsenal of the Brooklyn Army 
base, and, not realizing it was un- 
exploded, threw it on the fire they 
had built. The explosion shattered 
windows for a distance of 70 feet. 

The dead were Frank Gully, 9 

ears old, and Hugh McKinney, 4. 
ed and reported in “very se- 
rious condition” at Norwegian 
Hospital in Brooklyn were Jack 
Pinko, 8, and Robert Edenson, 7. 
Thomas Anderson, 12, was reported 
in serious condition, 

John Conroy, 5, injured slightly, 
was taken to Harbor Hospital. 

All the boys lived near the ar- 
senal. 

Police said one boy,’ examining 
the shell, thought he saw a 1915 
manufacturer's date on it, leading 
the youths to believe the shell was 
harmless. 


MIDWEST USING 15 PCT. T00 
MUCH GASOLINE, SAYS OPA 


One of Major Leaks Said to Be: 
Issuance of Too Much For Non-

DES MOINES, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
The Midwest is using 15 per cent 
more gasoline than it should, Col. 
Bryan Houston, Office of Price 
Administration deputy adminis-

One of the major leaks, he said, 
was the issuance of two or three 
times as much gasoline as was re- 
quired for off-the-highway use.

CHURCHILL PAST 
GRISIS IN ILLNESS 
LONDON BELIEVES 


Latest Bulletin Creates 
Optimism — Some Un.- 
easiness Over Words ‘Ir- 
regularity of Pulse.’

LONDON, Dec. 18 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill was believed to 
be safely past the crisis of his ill- 
ness tonight following a bulletin’ 
issued from 10 Downing Street an- 
nouncing that his “temperature is 
subsiding and the pneumonia is re- 
solving.” In medical parlance “re- 
solying” means a breaking up, dis- 

appearance or termination. 
There was still some uneasiness 
here over the fact that the bulle- 
tin, issued in mid-afternoon, cited 
“some irregularity of pulse.” This 
was because it has been noted 


Churchill is being attended by a 
heart specialist in his present ill- 
ness somewhere in the Middle‘ 
East although he required only his 
regular physicians during his pre- 
vious attack of pneumonia in Lon- 
don last February. 

Churchill had been under a tre- 
mendous strain, increased by his 
conference trips to Washington, 
Moscow, Quebec, Teheran and 
Cairo, and he is a driving worker 
whose exertions might well ex- 
haust a younger heart. 

However, it now was hoped that, 
barring a relapse, he would be con- 
valescent by Christmas and able 
to return from the Middle East 
within a few weeks, contrary to 
earlier reports which indicated 
Churchill. might be forced to re- 
main away several months. 

The spirit of optimism prevailing 
in London atemmed not only from 
the clinical reports of the improve- 
ment in’ his condition, but also 
from word that the 69-year-old 
Cabinet chief had been able to 
read important war dispatches. 

With Mrs. Churchill at his bed- 
side, it was said he insisted on 
keeping in touch with the latest 
developments on the Russian, Ital- 
ian and Pacific battlefronts and 
had given a strict order that his 
ilinesg should not interfere with or 
delay war plans agreed on at Te- 
heran and Cairo. 

Never a “good patient” unless 
rhis wife is nearby, Churchill was 
understood to have been greatly 
cheered by her arrival last night 
after a flight across the war zone.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 18 (AP).—| 


Congress voted itself a three-week 
vacation for a Christmas present 


today, thereby sidetracking final) 


action on tax legislation, subsidies 
and other controversial measures 
until early next year. 

Except for the formality of a 
Senate session Tuesday to receive 
the $2,284,000,000 tax bill, the first 


recess of the Seventy-eighth ses- 
sion of Congress was on tonight. 
Both Houses agreed to adjourn 
formally on Tuesday and to con- 
vene the second session Jan. 10. 
Congress then will have about 
five weeks to work out the 
red-hot billion-dollar food subsidy 
issue. They adopted a stop-gap 
resolution today giving the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, which 
administers the food subsidies, a 
further lease on life from Jan. 1 
to Feb. 17, The Senate accepted 
the resolution unanimously, and it 
passed the House 134 to 66. 
Subsidy advocates considered the 
delay a break in their favor, They 
hope to demonstrate, in the in- 
terim, that a majority of the pub- 
lic favors the Government pay- 


Opponents, however, declared 
they would not relax their efforts 
to block further use of Govern- 
ment funds for such &@ purpose, 

The recess also suspended House 
action on a Senate-approved bill to 
increase the pay of nonoperating 
railway employes 8 cents an hour. 

Soldier Pay Vote Scheduled. 

Before making ready for the va- 
cation, however, Congress whipped 
a flurry of legislation through the 
mill and House Majority der 
McCormack of Massachusetts 
voiced assurance that he and 
Speaker Rayburn would “do every- 
thing in our power” to have the:

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Seeking an official answer to the 
old query of “What’s griping you?” 
the Office of Civilian Require- 
ments came up today with the dis- 
covery that civilians are annoyed 
most by loss of the little peace- 
time comforts. 

The official “gripe list”—com- 
piled in a three-months door-to- 
door survey in 120 counties—ranks 
butter number one on the miss 
parade with meat, sugar, soap, 
canned goods, fruits, elastic tape, 
coal, satisfactory hosiery and wash- 
tubs next in order. 

The national annoyance over 
shortages in these items runs well 
ahead of complaints about major 
inconveniences and actual hard- 
ships on the list, observes OCR, 

The most important result of 
the survey was the OCR conclu- 
sion that production of the “‘lit- 
tle things,” the simple, manufac- 
tured items most desired by the 
average housewife, can be ex- 


tended considerably right away. 


“The itenis which civilians ur- 
gently need are for the most part 
fairly simple, calling for neither 
elaborate processing nor for com- 
plicated component parts,” the 
OCR reported. “In all suc’ cases, 
we. are taking vigorous steps to 
increase the supply,”

Moscow ‘Says Nothing of 
This Offensive—Soviet

LONDON, Dec. 19 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Russian forces in the 
southern Ukraine have captured 
several enemy strongpoints, killed 
1400 Nazis and wrecked 28 enemy 
tanks in the Kirovograd area, Mos- 
cow announced today, while Berlin 
admitted a break-through by 250,- 
000 Russian soldiers storming west- 
ward in the Nevel area 70 miles 


from the Latvian border. 

The Russians, mentioning only 
the Kirovograd front in their mid- 
night communique broadcast from 
Moscow and recorded here by the 
Soviet monitor, said German coun- 
terattacks in this area failed. The 
Germans retreated in some areas 
abandoning large quantities of 
equipment and stores, it added. 

Col. Ernst von Hammer, Berlin 
radio commentator, said the Rus- 
sians broke through .German lines 
in the Nevel area in a drive from 
two directions by 17 infantry, cav- 
alry and artillery divisions and 
two tank corps. He admitted the 
Germans had, “shortened their 
front after grim battles lasting 
several hours.” 

A later Vichy broadcast said 
that though the Red Army had ad- 
vanced in the Nevel sector “this 
has not affected the German front 
as a whole. German reserves have 
only begun to operate and their 
appearance on a large scale may 
alter the entire picture in this 
sector.” 

The Russians have never ac- 
knowledged attacking in this area 
despite German reports since last 
Monday that 60,000 Russians plus 
three tank brigades had plunged 
out in an offensive which began 
south of Nevel and spread to the 
west and northwest. 

Earlier the German communique 
had said the Russians “surged 
toward our positions practically in- 
cessantly. Local breaches were 
sealed off. During the fluctuating, 
bitter fighting the Bolshevists suf- 
fered particularly heavy losses.” °

“The American people,” he said 
in a memorandum, “want promptly 
all the news which can be told safe- 
ly, and they are entitled to have it 
without the interposition of artifi- 
cial barriers.” 

The text of his memorandum: 

“You are fully aware, I know, of 


the regrettable confusions. which 
have arisen recently over the issu- 
ance of official news relating to 
the war, particularly in connection 
with the conferences at Cairo and. 
Teheran. 

“We may all be proud that 
American newspapers, news 
agencies and broadcasters kept the 
faith and observed the release dates 
which had been fixed by interna- 
tional agreement. It is most disap- 
pointing that such loyalty should 
have been penalized by failures 
elsewhere. 

“I see no point in prolonging 
controversy over what is past; 
the important thing is that we 
take decisive action to prevent a, 
recurrence. To that end, your de- 
partment and all other branches 
of the Government will be guided 
by the following: 

“First, no information having a 
security value in connection with 
the war will be issued in advance, 
for release to the public at some 
future hour, 

“Secondly, all such information 
will be given. out instead at the 
earliest moment consistent with na- 
tional security, for immediate pub- 
lication and broadcast.

Christmas Mail Delivered at Front 
In Italy 3 Days After Ship Docks

WITH THE FIFTH ARMY IN 
ITALY, Dec. 16 (Delayed) (AP).— 
Don’t worry about that Christmas 
package you sent to the boy over- 
seas. 

No matter where he is, they’ll 
get it to him, and in exceptionally 
good condition. The percentage of 
loss and breakage is almost infini- 
tesimal, and delivery time from the 
United States to the most ad- 
vanced front-line positions has been 
cut to a minimum. 

That’s not just a lucky accident. 

is the result of extreme care 


specially trained Army postal 
crews, a big majority of whom 
worked in postoffices in the Unit- 
ed States before the war. 

Mail bearing mid-November post- 
marks is arriving now. In a maxi- 
mum of three days from the time 
the ship docks, the packages are 
in the hands of the boys at the 
front. 

The central Army  postoffice 
through which most of the pack- 
ages move to the Americans’ in the 
Fifth Army deliveréd four million 
pounds of Christmas packages in 
the first two weeks of December. 
It is still coming through in the 


Navy for Red Cross services.” | 


The moment the ship reaches 
port, the postal crews go aboard. 
The mail takes priority over al- 
most everything else. A fleet of 
trucks is waiting on the dock. One 
by one they are loaded and they 
roar away. 

The next stop is the Army post- 
office, where a swarm of men are 
waiting. They live in the big build- 
ing and work around the clock. 

Sorters who guide undelivered 
packages to new addresses include 
Cpl. J. B, Dunham of Fulton, Mo. 
Another section rewraps broken 
packages. 

The mailbags are piled in a 
courtyard, and the top of the pyra- 
mid is almost as high as the sec- 
ond floor windows of the building.

ADVANCE ALLIED HEAD-~ 
QUARTERS IN NEW GUINEA, 
Dec. 19 (Sunday) (AP).—United 
States Sixth Army invaders of New 
Britain have captured Umtingalu 
settlement and its gun positions 
which had prevented one American 
unit from obtaining its objective 
during Wednesday’s landing near 
Arawe, Gen, MacArthur announced 
today, 

It was on a reef off Umtingalu, 
whose fall represents an invasion 
gain of around three miles, that a 
group of soldiers, many of them 
Texans, suffered heavy losses 
Wednesday while trying to land 
there and cut the possible ling of 
enemy retreat, - 

The American ground troops 
fanned out east and northeast of 
their original beachhead against 
slight and ineffective opposition 
by snipers while Thunderbolt 
patrols beat off a force of 25 dive 


bombers and 15 Zeros Friday. The 
outnumbered Thunderbolts downed 
seven dive bombers and two Zeros. 
Another enemy plane was downed 
at nearby Cape Gloucester on the 
island's western tip. 

Jap Night Raids. 

These 10 losses were added to 14 
others inflicted on enemy raiders 
the day after the landing. So ef- 
fectively have Allied fighter pa- 
trols covered the Arawe beachhead 
during daylight that the Japanese 
early Friday resorted to raids be- 
fore dawn, making 12 light, unsuc- 
cessful bombing and strafing at- 
tacks. 

The Americans found few Jap- 
anese alive or dead around Arawe 
but captured three 75-millimeter 
guns, rations, gun racks and muni- 
tion dumps. Arawe, 260 miles 
southwest of New Britain’s richest 
prize, the fortress of Rabaul, is an 
important point on the enemy’s 
barge supply route along the 
southern coast. 7 

The advances at Arawe placed 
the Americans close to an airfield. 
That air strip, left unserviceable 
by the fleeing enemy, undoubtedly 
could be restored quickly to useful- 


ness, 
Peninsula Cleared. 

The Americans have already 
cleared the Japanese from the 
Cape Merkus Peninsula, a small 
body of land east of the original 
Arawe beachhead. 

Under a dominating air cover of 
Lightning and Thunderbolt fight- 
ers, the troops of Lt. Gen. Walter 
Krueger’s command built up their 
defenses before the stunned Japa- 
nese could recover for a counter- 
attack. There was no distinct bat- 
tle line, a spokesman indicated, 
the Americans encountering only 
scattered pockets of the enemy. 

Outposts were established to 
guard against any troops the en- 
emy might send over the 60 miles

Accompanying Artillery 
Attack Reduces Italian 
Town to Rubble—Shift 
of Nazi Fire Indicates 


Withdrawal.

MONTICELLO, Dec. 17 
layed).—After two days of the 
grimmest kind of: figkting, devel- 
oping at times into hand-torhand 
combat, American troops today 
edged their way forward and by 
dusk appeared to be in possession 
of most of the lower slopes and 
the entire summit of Monte Sa- 
mucro, just north of the village of 
San Pietro. 

After two days of attack and 
counter attack, things quieted 
down this morning and small-arms 
fire, which had made a constant 
racket during the first 48 hours, 
gave way to the steady pounding 
of artillery. Shortly after noon, 
our artillery fire lifted from the 
village which it was pulverizing 
and German guns opened up, in- 
dicating a definite change of situ- 


ation there. 

By now, San Pietro is just a big 
rubble heap, a rugged monument 
to the scores of men, German and 
American, who have died fighting 
for it, these bloody days. 


Germans Stopped Dead. 

The tide changed late last night 
when a company of Germans made 
three fierce counterattacks against 
our troops holding the slopes 
above the village. These were 
stopped dead by a teriffic combina- 
tion of mortar, machine-gun, rifle 
and artillery fire and the Germans 
retired to their deeply dug posi- 
tions in the rear, leaving dozens 
of dead and wounded on the 
ground. 

The battle for San Pietro—onoe 
of the heya to the funnel leading 
into the Cassino plain—was bitter 
from start to finish. The Germans 
had dug themselves into a number 
of prepared positions in which 


they were impervious to anything 
short of a direct hit. Keeping 
heads down until our troops were 
nearby, they then opened fire with 
fusillades of high-speed Spandau 
machine guns and showers of 50- 
and 81-mm. mortar shells. 

It was a case of going in and 
digging them out with rifles, re- 
volvers and grenades—a bitter job 
which our men undertook without 
considering the fact that if they 
lived they might see Christmas in 
another seven or eight days. 

The battle will go down in the 
history of the units that under- 
took it as one of the high points 
of the Italian campaign and some 
of the units have undertaken very 
grim jobs before. 

Tanks, Planes Join Fight. 

One of the most dramatic ac- 
tions was fought Wednesday when 
American infantry, preceded by 
a small number of tanks and sup- 
ported by a vast array of artillery 
and an endless procession of fight- 
ers and medium bombers, engaged 
.the Germans in the neighborhood 
of the village. 

We watched the battle from the 
mountainside, just two miles from 
the center of action and practi- 
cally on top of the village which 
our tanks were attempting to pen- 
etrate. 

Over to the left, long, rolling 
Monte Lungo was being smoth- 
ered in smoke from the thousands 
of smoke shells fired by our guns. 
In the plains below, salvos of 
high-explosive and smokeshells 
whistled down in endless showers, 
plastering every possible hiding 
place. The village itself—a mass 
of roofless rubble — was being 
ground into dust, and to the right 
another mountain was swept by 
barrages from both our guns and 
those of the Germans. At regular 
intervals our planes would come 
over and pound the German gun 
positions behind the hills near 
Cassino. 

Fusillades of German machine- 
gun fire and answering blasts 
from American rifle and machine- 
gun crews echoed across the flat. 

Welter of Battle. 

Our troops were advancing 
across the mountainside toward 
the village. As always happens in 
these close-up views of slam-bang 
action, it was impossible at any 
time to tell who was where and 
doing what to the other side. 

We had the impression as the 
struggle wore on that every ounce 
of ammunition in German and 
American armies was being fired. 

It has been a beautiful Italian 
winter day and our air corps has 
made the very most of it. The 
personal grouse occasioned early 
this morning when we were 
strafed on the road by 25 German 
fighters disappeared when we had 
climbed this 2500-foot mountain 
and had seen what our boys were 
doing to the Germans, 

Groups of six or a dozen Ameri- 
can fighters and 36 fighter-bomb- 
ers kept coming over, diving al- 
most vertically on the German in- 
fantry and gun positions. Spitfires 
mingled in the good work and then 
our medium bombers appeared to 
pound targets farther up the val- 
ley toward Cassino. 

The German medium batteries 
behind Monte la Chiaia were get- 
ting the worst of it and they got 
bigger doses as our infantry mixed 
with the enemy and close-support 


TRUMAN COMMITTEE READY 


TO URGE JUNKING OF CANOL 


To Hear Gen. Somervell Tomorrow but Is 
Decided on Action Unless He ‘Pulls 
Something Out of the Hat.’

Gen. Brehon Somervell of the 


Army Service Forces will. appear 
before the Truman Investigating 
Committee Monday in a zero-hour 
effort to save the fantastic 134 
million dollar Canol project from 
an icy, oilless grave in the rugged 
wilds of Northern Canada. 

With all of the bizarre chapters 
of the Canol story read into the 
voluminous records of the Truman 
Committee, the grand denouement 
is slated to be written in a forth- 
coming committee report. 

It was learned definitely that, 
unless Gen. Somervell “pulls 

something very spectacular out 
of the hat,” as one committee 
member expressed it, the report 
will recommend that the vast, 
costly project, hastily-conceived 
and allegedly ill-executed, be 
junked at once, 

It had been the original plan of 
the committee to recommend in its 
report that the proper 
mental agencies get together and 
decide whether the project should 
be completed. About 100 million 
dollars has been spent and another 
34 million would be necessary to 
finish it—contrasted with an in- 
itial War Department cost esti- 
mate of 25 million in all. 

Effect of Abandonment, 

Should it be abandoned at this 
time, presumably all of the money 
poured into the project by the 
United States would be lost and 
the 600-mile pipeline running 
above ground from Norman Wells 
in Northwest Canada to White 
Horse, to the southwest, would re- 
main as a steel] skeleton of a dead 
venture, a stark monument to a 
colossal failure. The pipeline was 
constructed by many thousands of 
service men and civilian workers 
in the most hazardous weather 
conditions, 

Instead of recommending in its 
report that a joint conference of 
Government officials be held to 
determine the ‘feasibility of finish- 


govern- | tary 


to urge such a meeting in advance 
of its report. . | 

The consultation was subsequent- 
ly held on Dec. 9, and included rep- 
resentatives of the War Production 
Board, the Secretary of War, Sec- 
retary of the Navy and Petroleum 
Administrator for War. Truman 
later announced that it was the 
unanimous opinion of those pres- 
ent except the War Department 
representatives that despite the ex- 
penditure of 100 million dollars on 
the project, it was not worth com- 
pleting. 

Nelson’s Opinion. 

In a letter to Truman, Chairman 
Donald M. Nelson of the WPB said 
in his opinion it would be wasteful 
to spend an additional 30 or 34 mil- 
lion dollars to complete the project. 

“In my opinion,” said Nelson, 
“this amount of money, expressed 
in terms of man power, equipment, 
materials and transportation, can- 
not be justified. 

“Moreover, this sum does not ful- 
ly reflect the total outlay, for ac- 
cording to my understanding, it 
does not include the pay and sub- 
sistence of large numbers of mill- 
personnel employed directly 
or indirectly, on this work. 

“In addition, many experts 
gravely doubt that the project as 
a whole can be brought to success- 
ful operation on the dates now 
scheduled, and that in any event 
the cost of operation and mainte- 
nance will prove unjustifiable, even 
in time of war.” 

It would be the lesser of two 
evils, he said, to put a stop to the 
project now, except for the product 
distribution lines—that is, lines 
from White Horse to transport 
aviation gasoline to air bases in 
Alaska—and that every effort 
should be made to salvage as’ much 
material and equipment as possi- 
ble, to be put to more productive 
use elsewhere,

YANKS ENTER TOWN 
BUT HAVE TO LEAVE

WITH THE FIFTH ARMY 
NEAR SAN PIETRO, Dec. 16 
(Delayed) (AP).—A little band of 
doughboys filed around the moun- 


tain side, dirty, unshaven and 
stumbling with fatigue—the sur- 
vivors of the only platoon to fight 
its way into San Pietro. 


Somehow they managed to get 
through the murderous enemy fire 
which poured down on them when 
they attacked the gray town sit- 
ting on the side of Mount Samu- 
cro. They dropped their rifles and 
gear and sat down to wait for 
someone to tell them what to do 
next, 

Yesterday at noon American in- 
fantrymen attacked. The battle 
has raged for two days and still 
San Pietro has held out. 


The attack began with a heavy 
barrage. Then the infantry went 
into action with tanks giving 
them support—except that the 
tanks never were able to give 
much help. Mines, the enemy's 
antitank fire and mud had ‘the 
armor pretty well bottled up. 


Capt. Charles Beacham of San 
Antonio, Tex., led the first com- 
pany from the south while other 
troops worked their way along 
the slopes above the town. 


“We started out all right,” said 
PFC Casimer O, Trevino of Bena- 
vides, Tex. “I was with the cap- 
tain and two bodyguards, We ad- 
vanced right up to the edge of the 
town and there was a little draw 
which we had to cross.” 

“There was no cover anywhere,” 
said Pvt. Cecil P. Gilbert of Phila- 
delphia, Miss. 


“Capt. Beacham led the way,” 
Trevino continued, “and we ran 
across the draw into the edge of 
the town one by one until one 
platoon of the company was in 
town.” 


“That’s when everything opened 
up on us,” Pvt. Joseph Chicacchio 
of Waterviiet, N. Y., said, 


“They. laid mortar fire on us 
and were shooting from caves and 
from houses,” Trevino continued. 
“There was nothing we could do 
but get out. There were not 
enough of us to hold the town 
and the rest of the company was 
pinned down by machine-gun and 
mortar fire.” 


Slowly the men made their way 
back across no man’s lanc under 
fire to their own lines to report 
and wait for further orders while 
other troops moved in to continue 
the attack. No one knew what had 
happened to the platoon sergeant 
who leaned against a wall in the 
town, firing his carbine ‘from the 
hip and shooting three Germans, 

“He stayed behind to take care

the‘ Nazis were looting and burn- 
ing in some areas were broadened 
by a declaration by the Free Yugo-

NAPLES, Dec, 18 (AP).—The 
Italian Committee of Liberation in 
the most serious controversy yet 
to arise between it and the Allied 
Military Government charged to-

Destroyer Helps Sink 10 Japanese 
Warships in 5 Battles in-Pacific 


The O’Bannon, in Busy 14 Months, Also Has 
Shot Down 10 Planes and Aided in Land- 
ings and Rescue of Helena’s Crew. 


WASHINGTON, Mec. 18 (AP).— 
The United States destroyer O’Ban- 
non is.back from 15 months in the 
South Pacific with a record of par- 
ticipating in five major engage- 
ments and helping sink a Japa- 
nese battleship, three cruisers and 
six destroyers. 

The Navy, disclosing today that 
the O’Bannon has arrived at a 
West Coast port, said it has been 
dubbed the “Little Helena” in com- 
pliment both to it and to the 
Cruiser Helena, “fightingest ship in 
the Navy” which was sunk in the 
battle of Kula Gulf. 

In addition to its major engage- 
ments, the Navy said the O’Ban- 
non’s record includes: 

Seven bombardments of Japa- 
nese installations. 

Three rescue operations, in- 
cluding the famous one in which 
American destroyers stole into 
Japanese-held Vella Lavella and 
took off survivors of the Helena. 

Numerous air attacks in which 
some 10 Jap planes were shot 
down, 

Participation In many of the 
American landing operations in 
the South Pacific. 

So many convoy assignments 
up the “slot,” to stop the “Tokyo 
Express” that the commanding 
officer has difficulty in counting 
them.”

Political Influences at 
Work in Constitutional 
Convention to Keep 
Boundaries. 


BOTH PARTIES PLAY 
PART IN OPPOSITION 


Republicans Think They 
Can Rule Next Legisla- 
ture — Democrats Fig- 
ure on Comeback.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 18.— 
Responsible leaders in the Constier 
tutional Convention have virtually 
reached an understanding that any 
efforts to correct the gerryman- 
dered State senatorial districting 
will be blocked. Consequently, the 
present unfair districting, in ex- 
istence for 42 years, is likely to be 
continued for another eight or 10 
years. 

The reason assigned is that an 

Sattempt at revision of the districts 

would result in a political fight in 
the convention and might result in 
antagonisms which would affect 
the action on other important 
changes in the constitution. 

The committee on districting, of 
which former Senator L. N. Searcy 
of Eminence is chairman, is now 
attempting to work out a provi- 
sion under which a bipartisan com- 
mission, either appointed by the 
Supreme Court or by the Governor, 
would revise the districts each 10 
years, but it now appears prob- 
able that to obtain this it prob- 
ably will be necessary for its ad- 
vocates to agree that the districts 
remain as they are'now until after 
the 1950 Federal censua. 

In all there are 13 proposals 
touching the question of district- 
ing before the committee, six of 
them specifically outlining the dis- 
tricts to place them on a more 
nearly equal population basis. 


Politicians Oppose Change. 

While many of the delegates of 
both the principal political parties 
realize the unfairness of the pres- 
ent districts, political influences 
are at work. Generally speaking, 
the Republicans believe that under 
present conditoins they will 
control the next Legislature, not- 
withstanding the Democratic ger- 
rymander, and can then write their 
own bill, while the Democrats be- 
lieve that the present conditions 
are only temporary and that they 
can regain the Senate in two or 
four years if the districts are not 
changed. 

Only once under the present dis- 
tricting has the Senate been Re- 
publican, in 1921 following the 
Harding landslide. It now con- 
sists of 17 Republicans and 17 
Democrats, and the Republicans 
nearly a year in advance of the 
election are confident they will 
increase their representation in the 
next Senate to 23 or 24, with the 
Democrats having only 10 or Ill 
seats. 

The terme of four Republicans 
and 13 Democrats expire at the 
end of 1944. There seems little 
doubt that the Republicans will 
retain the four seats, from the 
firat, fifteenth, nineteenth and 
twenty-fifth districts. They have 
good chances in six of the 13 now 
Democratic districts, the seventh 
in Jackson County, represented by 
Senator Bernard L. Glover; the 
ninth in Northeast Missouri, repre- 
sented by Senator Frank L. Briggs; 
the seventeenth in West Central 
Missouri, represented by Senator 
Joe G. Lightner; the twenty- 
seventh in South Central Missouri, 
represented by Senators William 
J. Doran and Otto L. Lietchen. 

Districts Framed in 1901. 

The present 
ated in 1901 by three Democratic 
State officials, Gov. A. M. Dockery, 
Secretary of State Sam B,. Cook 
and Attorney General Edward C. 
Crow, after the Legislature had 
failed to agree upon Aa districting. 
It was a notorious gerrymander, 
but attempts of Republican of- 
ficials to change it in later years 
were knocked out by the Supreme 
Court on technical grounds. 

Due to population shifts the dis- 
tricts in recent years have shown 
great inequalities, the populations 
varying from a‘minimum of 45,718 
in the Twelfth in Northeast Mis- 
souri to 320,512 in the Twenty- 
fifth, consisting of St. Louis 
County and Franklin and Gas- 
conade counties. Under the pres- 
ent State population of 3,784,664 
the average for the districts 
should be 111,817%8 

In the six proposals before the 
convention setting up the boun- 
daries of proposea new districts 
there are wide differences in the 
grouping of counties, but in the 
main an attempt has been made 
to make the district populations 
as nearly equal as is possible un- 
der the rule that counties may not 
be divided in creating districts.

Hannegan said the agency would: 

1. Work with the Office of Price 
Administration, using every facil- 
ity to detect price as well ag tax 
violations, 

2. Turn over information on 
black markets to distillers so they 
may police their own outlets. 

' On the latter point, Hannegan 
said: 

“The distilling industry has a re- 
sponsibility to the public to keep 
its brands out of the black market. 
In order that the industry may po- 
lice itself, the bureau will under- 
take to supply it with information 
about the black market. I am con- 
fident that distillers will use this 
information to dry up the sources 
of black market liquor.”

Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
Selective Service director, made 
public virtually the same informa- 
tion on Dec* 8. Addressing a meet- 
ing of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, he said that he 
must furnish 1,900,000 to 2,100,000 
men for the armed forces in the 
next six months and that a million 
of these men would be fathers.) 

The fathers to be called are to 
come from 427,088 presently re- 
classified to 1-A but not yet called 
and 4,483,604 still in Class 3-A but 
subject to reclassification. 

While this number would seem 
ample to meet military needs, Se- 
lective Service disclosed that about 
two out of every three fathers who 
lost their 3-A status in October 
and November had been granted 
“necessary man” deferments in 
farming or industry by their draft 
boards, 

Bottom of Father-Barrel, 

Should this rate of deferment 
for fathers continue, some officials 
said privately, the Selective Serv- 
ice will begin to approach the bot- 
tom of the father-barrel by mid- 
summer, 

One factor which may slow the 
rate of father inductions is the 
proposed elimination of industrial 
deferments for nonfathers between 
18 and 22 years of age. The same 
treatment also has been proposed 
for those between 22 and 25. This

INFLUENZA DEATH 
REPORTS FOR CITY 
DOUBLED iN WEEK 


‘Health Officer Says Epi- 


demic Has Passed Peak 
—Pneumonia Fatalities 


Tripled. 


Deaths in St. Louis attributed to 
influenza during the last week 
were double those of the preceding 
week, and pneumonia deaths more 
than tripled, Dr. J. Earl Smith, 
city communicable disease physi- 
cian, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday. 

He said that influenza was given 
as the cause of 14 deaths and 
pneumonia as the cause of 39 in 
reports by attending physicians to 
the Health Division for the week 
ending yesterday. During the pre- 
vious week, ending Dec. 11, there 
were seven deaths attributed to in- 
fluenza and 12 to pneumonia. 

Dr. Smith said that a total of 242 
cases, termed influenza by attend- 
ing physicians, had been reported 
to the Health Division from Nov. 
20 through yesterday. He added, 
however, that the epidemic cannot 
be regarded actually as one of in- 
fhuenza, as the cases are not seri- 
ous enough generally. He said 
there was “some influenza,” mixed 
with widespread cases of colda, 
grippe and general respiratory 
troubles: 

The number of cases reported to 
the Health Division represents only 
“a very small fraction” of the 
sufferers, he asserted. 

In spite of the increase in deaths 


‘attributed to influenza last week, 


Dr. Smith said he was convinced 
that the épidemic had passed its 
peak. He pointed out that a num- 
ber of the death reports received 
last “week had accumulated from 
the week before. 

Dr. Smith said that the lest epi- 
demic in St. Louis comparable to 
this One was in January, 1941. He 
advised persons who become in- 
fected not to. “fight it,” but to go 
to bed and remain there until they 
recover. 

During the week ending Nov. 27 
there were 148 cases of influenza 
(most of them soldiers at St. Louis 
University), one death from influ- 
enza and 15 from pneumonia. For 
the week ending Dec. 4, there were 
six cases of influenza reported, two 
influenza deaths and 29 deaths 
from pneumonia. During the week 
ending Dec. 11 there were 40 cases 
of influenza reported,

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Four To Hang For War Crimes

tified at the Soviet Union's first 
war criminal trial that he aided 
the Germans in executing 60 chil- 
dren between the ages of 6 and 
12, the Moscow press reported to- 
day, while a German defendant 
told the packed, shuddering court- 
room how the Nazis systematically 
killed thousands of innocent Rus- 
sians by gas, machine-guns and 
torture. 

Mikhail Petrovich Bulanov, 26- 
year-old Russian chauffeur for the 
Gestapo, testified at the trial at 
Kharkov that the sick and starv- 
ing children were placed in a

tives, but that later. the Gestapo 
mowed them down with automatic 
guns as the children cried “Daddy, 
don’t kill us, we want to live.” (In 
Russia children commonly address 
strangers as “Daddy.”) 

A German police corporal, Rein- 
hardt Ratzlaw, 36, under examina- 
tion by Maj. Gen. A. N.: Maisani- 
kov of the Fourth Ukrainian Mili- 
tary Tribunal, presiding over the 
trial, told in detail of how he par- 
ticipated in the beating and torture 
of Russians, such as pulling hair 
out of their beards and stickings 
pins into women, He also testified 
that he helped operate an auto- 
mobile by which Russians were 
put to death from carbon mon- 
oxide. 

In addition to Bulanovand Ratz- 
law, two Germans were on trial fol- 
lowing the pledge of the Soviet 
Union, the United States and 
Great Britain that war criminals 
would be brought to justice at 
the scenes of their crimes and 
tried under local law. A squad of 
Red Army machine-gunners guard- 
ed the prisoners. 

Moscow newspapers devoted much 
space to the trial and gave these 
highlights from the testimony: 

Bulanov related how he worked 
for the Germans from October, 
1941, to February, 1943. He said 
he helped drive 900 patients from 
Kharkov hospitals to a place out- 
side the city where they were shot. 

Bulanov testified that he also 


drove a truck on several occasions 
which took bodies to a Kharkov 
tractor. plant where 
buried. 


“How much did the Germans ¥ 


pay you for this treason?” he was 


asked by Prosecutor Col. N. K.| ’ 


Dunaiev of the Justice Depart- 
ment, 
“Ninety marks or 900 rubles, also 


a German soldier's ration and 


some of the ‘clothes and posses- 


sions of those executed—that is, 
after the Germans took the best 
of the clothes and possessions,” he 
answered. e 
' Gen. Miasanikov then took over 
the questioning. 

“Do you plead guilty to having 
betrayed your country for 90 
marks, to having participated in 
the systematic execution ‘of inno- 
cent Soviet people?” asked the jur- 
ist coldly. 

“Yes, I plead guilty,” was the 
answer. 

Thousands Put to Death, 

The German, Ratzlaw, telling of 
his instruction in torture methods, 
said he received 12 months of 
training in police procedure, which 
included how to interrogate prison- 
ers and how to make them ‘talk. 

“In our training,” Ratzlaw testi- 
fied, “we were told the Russians 
belonged to a lower race than Ger- 
mans and that they ought to-be 
exterminated.” 

Testifying about helping to put 
Russians fo death from carbon 
monoxide gas from automobiles, 
Ratzlaw estimated that about 5000

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
A band of 25 members of the 
House today denounced the Senate- 
passed bill giving the states, rather 
than the Federal] Government, su- 
pervision over soldier voting next 
November, as a “substitute for 
democracy” and a “slap in the 
face” for those in the armed forces. 

“This is conscription without rep- 
resentation,” they declared in a 
statement pledging united effort 
to obtain Congressional approval 
of a measure to provide a Federal 
guarantee that the soldiers will be 
given a vote. 

“Let us not fry to cloak the 
ignominy of this (the Senate's) 
act in apologetic legislative titles 
or equivocating legal argument,” 
they said. “Adoption of the so- 
called ‘substitute” is an insult to 
the intelligence of these millions 
of gallant Americans whom it dis- 
franchises. 

“Our soldiers and sailors, our 
Wacs and Waves, are not con- 
cerned with attempts to justify in 
pious legislative frills a dark deed 
for which there is no justification 
in truth before the conscience of 
a@ great and jealous nation willing 
to guard its liberties with its life.” 

Opposition to the Federal plan 
was based largely on Southerners’ 
compaints that it would invade 
states rights and some Republic- 
ans’ charges that it might be 
worked to the advantage of a 
fourth term for President Roose- 
velt.

est since the beginning of the Rus- 
sian offensive. Even the Army 
newspaper Red Star and the Mos- 
cow daily Izvestia carried no front 
dispatches. Unfavorable weather 
was believed the cause for the 
lack of news. 
Decisive Battle Shaping Up. 


But with the Russians pointing 
up their fighting in the Kirovo- 
grad area, indications were that 
with Smela, to the north, the two 
towns were valuable prizes. Should 
the Red Army succeed in crashing 
through the front anywhere be- 
tween them, a whole network of 
communications vital to the Ger- 
mans would become useless, Mos- 
cow said. 

In London it was expected that 
the decisive battle for Kirovograd 
would develop in the next few 
days. 

For the second day the Russians 
made no mention of the Kiev 
bulge, indicating a lull after five 
weeks of frantic but futile German 
efforts to break the Red Army’s 
main salient west of the Dnieper: 

Moscow said the Germans may 
be expected to reinforce their army 
along the Teterev River, 55 miles 
west of Kiev, during the lull in 
the fighting and another all-out 
effort to crack Soviet defenses 
would not be unexpected. 

The fighting, which originally 
involved eight German tank di- 
visions, was reported to have dwin- 
dled to scouting operations, mark- 
ing a Red Army defensive victory 
as important as some of its offen- 
sive victories. 

Berlin reports also maintained 
silence on the Kiev sector but men- 
tioned important fighting in four 
other areas—some ef it under way 
almost a week—which the Rus- 
sians have never confirmed. 

Three of the Soviet attacks re- 
ported by the Germans were in 
White Russia and a fourth was 
far to the south in the Kherson 
area at the mouth of the Dnieper. 
The most important was that near 
Nevel. But south of the automo- 
bile highway from Smolensk to 
Orsha, in the Kirchev area, the 
Russians were reported to have 
made several night attacks and 
achieved some penetrations. The 
Germans said they “ironed these 
out” with counterattacks, 

Zhiobin Front. 
In the Zhlobin area, where the 


| Russians were said to have been 


attacking. since last Wednesday 
with 100,000 men and two tank 
brigades, the Germans said the 
Russian attacks- were growing 
weaker. However, the Vichy radio 
reported breaches in the German 
lines in this area after the Rus- 
sians attacked with several fresh 
divisions and concentrated fire 
power on a narrow front. 

The Germans also told of a new 
Soviet thrust in the far south 
against what they termed their 
“Kherson bridgehead,” apparently 
a strip of territory on the south 
bank of the Dnieper = opposite 
Kherson. The Russians, they said, 
began attacks Thursday with con- 
siderable concentrated artillery 
and large formations of battle 
planes, but so far have been re- 
pulsed. 

A Moscow military commentator 
said last night that more than 
800 German tanks were disabled 
or destroyed by Soviet. troops in 
the first two weeks of December. 

“This testifies convincingly,” he 
said, “to the activity of enemy 
tanks and effective methods of 
combatting them by Soviet troops. 
The Germans keep resorting to 
mass attacks, concentrating their 
efforts in the sector south of 
Malin (near the Teterev River in 
the Kiev bulge.)”

ARTIST AT SYMPHONY 


Pianist Pleases Audience With 
Mozart’s Concerto No. 21 
in C Major. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

Hortense Monath, American 
pianist, appeared as guest artist 
with the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra last night in the Kiel Au- 
ditorium, playing one of the im- 
portant piano works of Mozart’s 
mature period, the concerto No. 21 
in C Major. It was Miss Monath’s 
first public performance in S8t. 


Louis and she made an immediate- 
ly favorable impression by reason 
of her sympathetic and mature 
treatment of the concerto. 

In general the performance Was 
restricted in size but within the 
fairly marrow dynamic range it 
was subtly and effectively modeled. 
The line was evenly sustained, 
punctuation was carefully and in- 
telligently applied and the articu- 
lation was faultiess. All in all it 
was a performance that left the 
impression of having been senai- 
tively felt. 

Its chief defect was a too fre- 
quent unsteadiness of pace in both 
the first and final movements. 
This tendency to make fast pass- 
ages faster than they had been 
played by the orchestra made syn- 
chronization with the orchestra a 
little difficult at times, too diffi- 
cult, in fact, for achievement, The 
orchestra sounded well, however, 
and the introduction to the an- 
dante was particularly warm and 
graceful. 

The orchestra under Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann scored with 
a performance of the Brahms D 
Major symphony that managed to 
be essentially lyrical without dis- 
regarding completely rough har- 
monic masses and turbulent rhyth- 
mic devices of the score. The sec- 
ond movement was kept wholly 
lyrical, with flowing lines and gra- 
cious textures. The poetry also 
was lyrical in the third movement 
but the finale was made very im- 
petuous and somewhat  baccha- 
nalian, 

One of the best performances of 
the evening was that of the In- 
troduction, Aria and Presto by 
Benedetto Marcello which the 
strings played with a ravishing 
beauty of tone and poignancy of 
expression. The program was 
rounded out with the Nocturne 
No. 2 of Edwin John Stringham, 
an American composer. This music 
was sweet and romantic and be- 
came even more go each time the 
composer inserted a dissonance to 
spice it up a bit. It would have 
been excellent as background for 
a sentimental film sequence

Before the Days « of 


Padded Gloves. 
ACK DEMPSEY may have 
gone berserk and tossed gloves 
wildly in his fight with Firpo 
. - But if you want to get the 
real low-down for all-time fouls, 
we'll have to take you back into 


the last century. They really 
knew something about it, back 
there in the bare-knuckle and 
skin-tight glove days. 

We refer you to a fight held 
in the days when the boys were 
dodging the sheriff and battling 
in barns, warehouses, on river 
steamers and islands, or in the 
wide-open spaces of the country. 

The fight mentioned probably 
set an all-time record for fouls 
and was right here in the St. 


Most Thrilling Fight Was the Foulest. 


Iouls area, Aug. 17, 1879... 
The battle was between a Pat 
Allen of London and a Jerry 
Slattery of St. Louis, and was 
arranged to go to a finish, on a 
barge. 

At nine o'clock in the morning 


“Rutger oer Care it was 
equipped with a ring, a bar, a 
lunch counter and seats. 

A platform was erected for 
the ring two feet above the floor, 
the ropes enclosing a space 20 
by 20. At nine o’clock that night 
the steamer went upstream to 
North Market and to Morgan 
(now Delmar) streets, and by 11 
o'clock had picked up about 150 
cash customers at $5 a head.

ICTOR O. JONES, Sports 
V Editor of the Boston Globe 

and a Nieman Fellow at Har« 
vard University, 1941-42, presents 
an interesting analysis of base- 
ball’s grip on the country in his 
essay, “Box Score,” an essay in 
Newsmen's Holiday. 

The book is a group of writings 
by the Nieman Fellows, newspa- 
per men who accepted special in- 
vitations, because of outstanding 
talents, to spend some time at 
Harvard, studying “in fields of 
their own choice, and returned 
with increased background to 
continue newspaper careers.” 

Trying to put his finger on 
what makes baseball a great 
American institution, ones 
points out that while “of course, 
professional baseball is our na- 
tional sport... it also enjoys a 
position of privilege above that 
accorded the national sport of 
any other country. Soccer in 
‘Scotland, horse racing in Eng- 
land, bullfighting in Latin Amer- 
ica—all these are ‘important’ to 
their followers ... but none of 
them possesses the universality 
and the depth of appeal which 
baseball holds for almost every 
American.” 

Some observers, the writer says, 
‘attribute the game's tremendous 
popularity to its ‘“‘nice blend of 
skill and physical power; the fine 
balance between offense and de- 
fense, the split-second difference 
between success and failure for 
one side or the other.” Others 
point to the game’s setting, the 
“sensuous pleasure of sitting in 
the shade of the grandstand, rest- 
ing eyes on the lush green of the 
playing field, wolfing hot dogs 
and tickling the throat with pop. 

But, as is pointed out, other 
sports—notably big time college 
football—can claim similar as- 
sets, : 

Jones then gives his major con- 
clusion, that baseball is what it 
is today because it has a box 
score, a statistical side, with mul- 
tiple trimmings, making it dif- 
ferent from anything else in the 
sports picture.

The batting ram- 
page, the slump, the winning 
streak, the losing streak, are all 
built on statistics, If such fig-

Haegg, however, does continue 
the virtual monopoly which the 
amateur athletes have had over 
the voting since Joe Louis an- 
nexed the laurels in 1935. 

Only Joe DiMaggio of the 
Yankees, whose consecutive hit- 
ting streak of 56 games won for 
him in 1941, has been able to

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STALIN—The Cobblers Son Who Became the Autocrat of All Russia 


The Head of the Soviet State Is a Shrewd, Hard-Headed Realist Who Has No Delusions of Grandeur

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18. 
HIS man Stalin, the cobbler’s son who 
T rose to be the absolute ruler of a country 
of 170 million people—this “Stalin the 
Great” whom Churchill toasted at Teheran— 
what is he like? 

Less is known about him than about any 
other modern figure of comparable stature. 
He has written voluminously, but he has 
produced nothing of the self-revealing nature 
of Hitler's ‘“‘Mein Kampf.” He has been in- 
terviewed only a few times. About many of 
the details of his career there is dispute, 

Ambassadors to Moscow have come and 
gone without seeing him. When he received 
Ambassador Joseph E. Davies in 1938, at the 
end of the latter’s mission to Moscow, the 
event, as Davies reports, created a sensation 
in the diplomatic corps. Until he went to 
Iran for his conference with Roosevelt and 
Churchill, he had not been outside Russia 
since the Revolution of 1917. He is sur- 
rounded by walls of legend as thick as the 
walls of the Kremlin within which he lives. 


What follows is an attempt to cut through 
these walls to the real Stalin. Americans 
who have talked to him have been inter- 
viewed; books have been consulted ranging 
from the hostile appraisal—though compre- 
hensive and well-documented—by the former 
Communist leader, Boris Souvarine, to the 
jushly eulogistic biography by Henri Bar- 
busse. These two works illustrate the pas- 
sions which Stalin has aroused. Souvarine 
depicts him as the modern incarnation of 
Ivan the Terrible; in Barbusse he inspires 
an enthusiasm akin to idolatry. Somewhere 
in between these estimates is the balanced 
judgment of William Henry Chamberlin (in 
the recently published ‘‘The Rugsian Enig- 
ma’) that “if Stalin had to his credit only 
the strong push towards industrialization and 
the tremendous stand which his armies made 
before Stalingrad, he would be sure of a 
place among Russia’s great rulers.” 


Man of Steel. 


' Whatever the source of the information 
about Stalin, one gets an impression of the 
complete appropriateness of the name that 
he finally took for himself out of the several 
that he used in dodging the Czar’s police. 
His real name is Joseph Vissarionovich 
Djugashvili, and at times in his hunted 
career as a professional revolutionary he was 
David, Koba, Nijeradze, Tschijikoff, Stalin. 
Stalin is from the Russian word stal, mean- 
ing steel. 

The steel-like, implacable quality of the 
man—the quality which, infused into his 
armies, turned back the Germans at Stalin- 
grad—has been universally remarked by his 
recent American visitors. Wendell Willkie 
saw him as a man with ‘‘a hard, tenacious, 
driving mind,”’ coldly realistic in his think- 
ing, ‘‘a hard man, perhaps even a cruel man, 
but a very able one.” Former Ambassador 
Davies was imprgssed, he told the writer, 
with “his hard realism’’—this word “hard” 
appears, like a refrain, in every informed 
estimate of Stalin—and with the discrimi- 
nating, appraising nature of his intelligence. 


“He looks at you,” said Davies to the 
writer, “from under lowered brows, as if 
appraising, assessing, your words. He would 
make a fine poker player. You get the im- 
pression of a man great in his elemental 
simplicity; he puts two and two together and 
always gets four, no more and no less. 

“You can feel a tremendous driving force 
in him, a force that moves ahead in a straight 
line, regardless of obstacles. You sense his 
innate dignity and remarkable mental poise. 
His replies to your questions are direct and 
penetrating, and generally short. He asks 
many questions himself, and his favorite 
question is ‘Why?’ ” 


“No Gloves.” 


Davies had several hours with Stalin this 
year when he went back to the Kremlin ona 
special mission for President Roosevelt. He 
found Stalin on this occasion, five years after 
their first talk, “‘more aggressively active’’ 
in his thinking. More even than before, 
Stalin gave the impression of being “in the 
driver's seat.’’ At the same time, Davies felt 
himself in a mental atmosphere “‘more ju-

It is the Soviet philosophy, and his own, that 
the end justifies the means, 

‘“‘No revolution,’ he has sald, ‘“‘can be made 
with silk gloves.”” When the irrepressible 
Lady Astor asked him, on her famous visit 
to Moscow with George Bernard Shaw, “‘How 
long are you going to go on killing people?”’ 
Stalin replied, ‘‘As long as it is necessary.” 


Lenin’s Estimate. 


Souvarine calls Stalin ‘‘a hard man among 
the hards,’’ and Lenin, in what has come to 
be known as his ‘‘testament,’’ written about 
a year before his death in January, 1924, 
declared that Stalin was “too rude’’ (Lenin 
used the Russian word grub, meaning rude 
or rough) and proposed that a way be found 
to reméve him from-the office of General 
Secretary of the party and ‘“‘to appoint to it 
another man who in all respects differs from 
Stalin only in superiority—namely someone 
more patient, more loyal, more polite and at- 
tentive to comrades, less capricious, etc.” 


Stalin was not removed from the office— 
to which he had been appointed in April, 
1922—but went on to acquire ever greater 
power. It was not the office itself that gave 
him authority, but the shrewd and ruthless

Ralph Ingersoll (then editor of P M, now 
an Army Captain), who interviewed Stalin 
in 1941, was struck by ‘the thoroughness 
with which he knew his own mind and the

which he expressed it.’’ Ingersoll found him 
“often blunt, what’s called brutally frank.” 
Willkie reported that ‘Stalin asked search- 
ing questions, each of them loaded like «a 
revolver, each of them desighed to cut 
through to what he believed to be the heart 
of the matter that interested him.” 


A Detail Man. 


Stalin plied Donald M. Nelson, the WPB 
chief, who saw him a few weeks ago, with 
questions about American production—ques- 
tions that showed, Nelson says, a remarkably 
exact and detailed knowledge of the subject. 

The late Col. Hugh L. Cooper, the Ameri- 
can who built the great Dnieperstroy Dam, 
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questions and got 12 definite answers in 15 
minutes. Stalin’s performance on’ this oc 
casion stood out in Cooper’s mind as unique 
in his experience among the Russians, 


Stalin's power of concentration is enor- 
mous—wWillkie, Davies, Nelson and the others 
who have seen him lately have all remarked 
it. John Gunther, in his “Inside Europe,” 
recalls Stalin’s interview in 1927 with aa 
American workmen’s delegation. Stalin, 
talking extemporaneously, answered ques- 
tions for four solid hours and then for an- 
other two hours asked questions himself, 
“His questions,’’ Gunther reports, ‘“‘were pen- 
etrating and showed considerable knowledge 
of American conditions; Stalin, single-hand- 
ed, answered the delegation’s questions much 
better than they replied to him,” 

One of the secrets of his rise to power is 
his attention to detail. He is said to read 
everything—the newspapers, his fan mail, 
local reports from all parts of the Soviet 
Union. Chamberlin—certainly no eulogist 
of Stalin—records that by personal interven- 
tion he has remedied injustices far outside 
the scope of his normal work. Once he 
wanted a colorful write-up of Magnitogorsk, 
the industrial city created in Siberia during 
the Five-Year Plan. The man for the job, 
he said, was Garry, a bright reporter on 
Izvestia. Garry had disappeared. A search 
was made and Garry was found—in a con- 
centration camp. Stalin had him released 
and put to work writing about Magnitogorsk. 

At a congress of the party in 1924, Stalin’s 
first assistant, Kaganovitch, spoke of some 
textbooks which had been found unsatisfac- 
tory. Stalin corrected him: “Not those text- 
books, but the loose-leaf textbooks.” 


Liked Movie. 


At a dinner which. Stalin gave for Davies 
in May of this year, Stalin fell into conver- 
sation with a British general about a certain 
type of tank which the British had been send- 
ing to the Russians. 

“The top is too thin to give protection 
against dive bombers,” said Stalin, and he 
named the exact thickness of the top, in 
millimeters. ‘‘We have had to reinforce it te 
three times the old thickness.”’ 

Davies expressed surprise at this and other 
evidences of Stalin’s detailed knowledge of 
munitions. 

‘“‘Someone must know these things,” re 
plied Stalin, “if we are to win the war.” 


“But you have generals,” said Davies. 

“VYes,”’ said Stalin, “but again I say: we 
must win the war. Older men are for coun- 
sel, younger men for battle.”’ 

After the dinner which Stalin gave for 
Davies last spring, there was a showing of 
the film based on Davies’ book, ‘‘Mission to 
Moscow.” All reports to the contrary not- 
withstanding, says Davies, Stalin liked the 
picture—liked it to the extent of buying it 
for the government and arranging for it to 
be shown in the Russian theaters. Warner 
Brothers ~offered the film free, but Stalin 
preferred a strictly commercial deal. 

Among those at the private showing was 
Vyshinsky, who had been the Public Prose- 
cutor at the purge trials. Davies recalls that 
when Vyshinsky appeared on the screen, 
Stalin “ribbed” him unmercifully because of 
the beard with which Hollywood had adorned 
his clean-shaven features, 

With his hardness, his regard for detail, 
his ability to concentrate, goes infinite tevac- 
ity.

To Assure the Soldiers’ Vote 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is unfortunate that the issue of the 
soldiers’ ballots was not raised nation- 
ally over a year ago, at which time com- 
pletely effective action could have been 
taken. As matters now stand, any di- 
rect action that Congress might take 
would be subject to grave legal ques- 
tion; for the Constitution has left the 
power of determining the qualifications 
of voters strictly to the states, 

No amount of wishful thinking can 
change the words of the Constitution. 
No amount of pious hope will prevent 
defeated candidates from _ contesting 
elections in which voters were enfran- 
chised by Congress, contrary to the stat- 
utes of their home states. 

Such an attempt by Congress could re- 
sult in an election scandal disrupting 
the nation at a very critical time. 
there be any greater tragedy than to 
have a dispute over who are our own 
elected executive and legislators at a 
time when we hope to encourage democ- 
racy in newly freed countries of Europe? 

An immediate remedy to the soldier- 
vote controversy would be for Congress 
to establish, by law in detail, a means of 
transporting state ballots to men of the 
armed forces and back to the states, and 
by resolution to recommend to the states 
the passage of a uniform law on ab- 
sentee-voting by soldiers. The recom- 
mended state statute should be set forth 
in the congressional resolution in exact 
words, approved by the Army and Navy 
as practical. 

It would then be the responsibility of 
the citizens of the various states to see 
to it that their Governors called special 
legislative sessions and that their Legis- 
latures passed the suggested statute. 
The foregoing procedure would seem to 
be the only constitutional way of provid- 
ing for uniform soldier-vote laws that 
could be handled by the armed forces, 
We atill have time, but it is fast running 
out. 

Ultimately the entire question of vot- 
ing qualifications should be acted upon 
by constitutional amendment, but let’s 
give the soldier his vote first and then 
take up the more basic issue,

Need for Competent Judges 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “An Ex-Judge’s Candid 
Testimony,” should be enlightening to 
most oitizens.

Hitler’ s Private World 


Adolf Hitler moves in his own private world, 
and it is this world, rather than the more im- 
perfect sphere in which Nazi arms are some- 
times crowned with bombs rather than success, 
that his newspaper, Voelkischer Beobachter, 
chooses to record for the daily education of the 
German herrenvolk. — 

Berlin has lived through six earth-shaking 
air raids since late November, and has taken a 
punishment which no other city has ever been 
called upon to take. As much as 2500 tons of 
explosives and magnesium and phosphorus incen- 
diaries has been hurled upon this city of 5,000,000 
population in a single night, at a rate of up to 
50 tons a minute. Devastated by 16,000 tons of 
bombs so far this year, as against 10,000 tons 
which obliterated 70 per cent of Hamburg, Berlin 
is the world’s worst-bombed metropolis. 

But the burgher and his family awaking on the 
rubble-strewn sidewalk among the pitiful hand- 
ful of belongings they have rescued from the 
ruins of their home, the monocled and grimy of- 
ficial walking to his bomb-burned office with a 
loaf of precious bread under his arm, the crowds 


lined up with their green cards in the Tiergarten. 


to get free soup from the kettles boiling under 
the rugs strung tent-like between the trees, they 
and the rest of Berlin’s millions pick up their 
newspaper to learn all about the holocaust that 
descended upon them last night—and find no 
account of it whatever. Nothing of the systematic, 
raid-by-raid erasure of Berlin from the face of 
the earth. Instead, the pre-eminent news of the 
day, as displayed by Voelkischer Beobachter, 
comeg straight from Der Fuehrer’s private uni- 
verse: “MORGENTHAU FOUNDS JEWISH BANK 
TO PLUNDER THE WORLD.” 

Transportation, water, power and food distribu- 
tion systems are paralyzed. Smoke and dust fill 
the air. Pedestrians lean heavily against the 
high wind stirred up by the miles of conflagra- 
tions which the raiders have set. Fiats still 
standing are unlighted and, their windows broken 
out by the concussions, are mill-races for the 
freezing wind. Their occupants stop windows 
with boards and paper, wear overcoats and hats 
to keep warm. Only the luckiest have candles. 

Whole streets are floored with flame, The 
asphalt surface bubbles with the heat. Burned 
street cars stand in silly, stricken idleness on 
twisted rails. In vistas of long avenues, there 
is not a living soul. 

The 200-room Todt Building, nerve center of 
German war industry, is disastrously damaged. 
So, too, the Anhalter railway station, where dap- 
per, scornful Von Ribbentrop received curtseying 
statesmen come to Berlin to be bluffed into sub- 
mission in the days of Nazi swagger; the Lehr- 
ter, Yorckstrasse, Potsdamer and Stettiner sta- 
tions, Luftwaffe and Gestapo headquarters, the 
Foreign Office, the Air Ministry, the huge modern 
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center of. long-distance telephone communications 
on the Winterfeldtstrasse. But Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter today knows nothing of these things, In- 
stead it solemnly proclaims the all-important 
news: “112 SOVIET TANKS DESTROYED.” 

Berliners line up on the street for water, or 
stand dazed before the hopeless ruin of their 
homes. People are black with dirt, for there is 
no water for bathing, and there is no change of 
clothes. Between raids, explosion and fire and 
concussion go on without end. Time bombs shat- 
ter the day again and again; nerves are on edge 
and blood runs cold with the fear and uncer- 
tainty of the next explosion. Weakened walls fall 
or are dynamited. Desperately needed water wastes 
from broken mains which cripple fire-fighting. 
Areas are still burning when they are hit again 
by fire and explosion from the skies. 

Berliners walk- to work, setting out at 8 or 4 
o’clock. Streets are thronged till 6. Steam-rollers 
are busy, trying to open up lanes through the 
choking tong of debris. People wear goggles or 
hold wet handkerchiefs over their faces to protect 
themselves from the red rain of flying sparks. 

Heart-broken families write théir names on 
pieces of the ruins from what had been their 
homes, and send them to their friends. Nothing 
else is needed to tell the story. It was the cus- 
tom in' Hamburg. It was the custom in Cologne. 
Now it is the custom in Berlin. 

The vast Siemens plant, in the Siemenstadt 
district, center of the Reich’s electrical industry, 
is shattered. Every part of the capital is in 
agony. One of the foremost cities of the world 
is one-third wiped out. In the heart of Berlin the 
destruction is one-half to complete. 

A half-million men, women and children are 
homeless. Some 15,000 are killed, more are 
wounded, still more are missing. Boats are filled 
with evacuees. But where will they go? In all 
the Reich 2,000,000 homes have been destroyed 
and 7,000,000 persons are homeless. 

Again the raiders are over Berlin. The mighti- 
est defense ever built against night bomber at- 
tack goes into action—hundreds of guns and 
searchlights and flares, high flak towers, fighter 
planes, radar—but it is not enough. The bombs 
scream down; buildings and people are torn apart 

“by the shattering explosions, .and seas of flame 
spring up everywhere. The desolation is so vast, 
so immediate, so impossible to prevent, that it is 
as if nature itself had poured out the damna- 
tion of tidal wave or storm or earthquake. 

But Voelkischer Beobachter, itself bombed out, 
is absorbed with a plot of Roosevelt, after the 
inevitable defeat of the pluto-democracies, to in- 
stall jobless Winston Churchill as Governor of 
North Dakota. As faithfully ag ever Tom o’ 
Bedlam held up the mirror to his own mad world, 
Hitler’s newspaper holds up the mirror to the 
mad, private world of Adolf Hitler,

made, is coming back to the United States, where 
it belongs. 


ner honoring Orville Wright. 

So ends one of the most humiliating and un- 
necessary .disputes in the history of American 
science. The Smithsonian Institution stubborn- 
ly refused to give credit to the Wright brothers 
for the first heavier-than-air flight, but reserved 
that honor for Samuel P. Langley, who had been 
its secretary. His plane, tested in 1903, cracked 
up without leaving the ground; it flew in 1914, 
but only after it had been virtually rebuilt. When 
the Smithsonian refused to correct its stand, Or- 
ville Wright in 1928 sent his plane to the British 
Science Museum, in justified indignation over the 
institution’s “hostile and unfair attitude.” 

Dr. Charles G. Abbot, director of Smithsonian, 
formally retracted the claim in October, 1942, and 
thus opened the way for return of the Wright 
plane. Now, in the President’s words, “The na- 
tion will welcome it back as the outstanding sym- 
bol of American —

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Waste Paper Goes to War 

As St. Louis youngsters gather waste paper 
in the current salvage drive, and their elders 
practice the paper-conservation measures which 
are widely urged, both may wonder why this 
emphasis on a common and ordinarily plentiful 
material. What has paper to do with war? 

A great deal, says James F. Byrnes, Director 
of War Mobilization, Paper bands and contain- 
ers are essential for bombs and shells, which 
cannot be shipped without them. Aircraft signals 
and parachute flares are made from waste paper, 
Many necessities—rations, blood plasma, medi- 
cines, bullets—travel to the front in paper con- 
tainers. Fuel tank linings, ammunition chests, 
powder kegs, airplane wing tips, medical kit 
covers—are all made of paper. 

This is not to mention the many civilian uses 
for paper, and the increasing shortage which 
necessitates severe restrictions upon every pub- 
lishing enterprise in the country. Lack of waste 
paper keeps many mills running far below ca- 
pacity, Ammunition planta,are also handicapped 


President Roosevelt made the an-: 
nouncement in a message to the anniversary din- 


—one actually closed down recently until more 
waste paper could be diverted to it. 

So, for the trouble of collecting it, this former 
main ingredient of the backyard trash fire can 
help both the war front and the home front.

LONDON (By wireless). 
The Teheran communique left the Ger- 
mans in a condition of bewildered fury, and 
there could not be a greater tribute than 
this to the importance of the conference, 


The massive scale on which they have 
brought their whole propaganda. machine 
into operation to explain-that it was all a 
failure is, of course, the best tribute the 
communique could have received to show 
how fearful the Nazi leaders are about the 
condition of German morale, 


And when the German press is.told that 
it must make the theme of its freatment 
“Victory or Ruin,” it is obvious their chief 
anxiety is to whip up the last despairing ef- 
fort of a people already seeing defeat ahead; 
because without that effort they know there 
sets in that temper of inner demoralization 
of which collapse is the final expression, 


I think it worthwhile to try to convey the 
impact of the Teheran communique by de- 
ascribing what was said to me by three peo- 
ple of very different experience and out- 
look. 


A Cynic Is Reassured ’ 


At the corner of the street where I live 
is a coffee stall kept by George, a veteran 
of the last war. Irish, cockney, witty, cyn- 
ical, alert, hardboiled, it is not easy to make 
George agree that anything is going as it 
should be. He has no use for politicians 
and tends to regard anyone who has not 
lived for 20 years in this London borough 
as a foreigner in whom it is a mistake to 
put confidence, 


But, a good deal to my surprise, as I 
began to drink my tea he turfhed to me and 
said with great earnestness: “Professor, I 
really think we're winning this war. Them 
blokes in Teheran know they’re riding a 
horse that can’t be beat.” 


When a taxi man gave vent to the kind 
of skeptical cynicism I’d expected from 
George himself, the latter turned on him 
furiously: “Make no mistake, my lad, that 
show in Persia was the real thing. By the 
time the next cricket season is over, they'll 
be able to give you a petrol ration you'll not 
turn your nose up at.” 


There is the common man in one of those 
rare moments when he puts off that armor 
of assumed indifference in which he nor- 
mally encases himself and speaks with sim- 


- plicity and earnestness; the flash of sar- 


donic phrase.is one effort to recovér the 
normal pose of aloofness, 


A Grim Face Brightens 


My second instance is a London book- 
seller well known wherever men care for 
books, When I had seen him last a month 
before, I had begun to detect the strain and 
fatigue of these long years of war, as he 
had talked of the grimness of the blackout 
in this fifth winter, Now there was a smile 
on his face and a spring in his step as he 
asked me about a much-advertised book on 
Roosevelt which hag just appeared. 

“A great man,” he said, “one of the great- 
est. Not that we need be ashamed of 
Winston. And for all his hardness, if I 
were a Russian I'd be very proud of Stalin. 
Three men of inflexible will are telling us 
we are to have the crowning mercy of a 
second chance.” 

He glanced around the shop packed with 
book buyers, not a few of them American 
soldiers, He sad: “We've all been given the

assurance of victory. Now I hope we'll 
have the courage to dream a dream worth 
dreaming.” 


An old Scotsman and hard-headed books 
seller 50 years in the trade, he turned away 
so that I should not see the tears in his 
eyes. He was thinking of the grave in the 
Dardanelles. where half his own heart was 
interred with the body of his boy, 


Frustation of an Official 


My third example is an important civil 
servant now in his middle fifties, a product 
of a great school and a famous college of 
Oxford University. Politically radical in 
outlook, a classical scholar of high distinc- 
tion, with the end of the last war he thought 
his great chance had come, He prepared 
great schemes of social legislation within 
a vital industrial field and he thought he 
had his minister enthusiastically behind 
him, 


Then in 1921 came the first of those suc- 
cessive waves of economy mania, when the 
“City” whispers to the Treasury and the 
Treasury to the Chancellor, and the Cabi- 
net decides it hasn’t enough cloth to cut a 
coat. My civil servant became that day a 
frustrated official who was told to put away 
his blueprints and was never asked to take 
them out again. He gives you always an 
impression of a great poet who has been 
forbidden to write his songs. 


But on the day of the Teheran com- 
munique, he greeted me with an energy 
and vigor such as I have not seen him 
show since I left Harvard in 1920 for the 
London School] of Economics. He said: “This 
ia the real thing, it means victory. It means 
that while I am still able to do something, 
the lights will go up the world over. After 
the Lloyd George epoch, I do not under- 
estimate the difficulties of winning the 
peace. But we can win it if we have the 
audacity and initiative. This time the pace 
of reconstruction will be set from Moscow 
by men who believe the world can be re- 
built and is worth rebuilding. 


Bigger Than the Big Three 


“T know it will be hard. I know Churchill 
is in essence a Tory and Roosevelt in es- 
sence a liberal opportunist. But the state- 
ment from Teheran is bigger than all three 
of them. It is going to bring the common 
man of the new generation to the fore- 
ground, He won’t be taken in as we were. 


“Please God, the common man will fight 
if they try to make him surrender the right 
to decide what the victory is to be for. 
Please God, he will fight instead of stand- 
ing on the street corner to take what his 
masters give him.” 

Very humbly I re-echo his words. Please 
God, the common man will fight rather than 


surrender his initiative. Teheran means that 


if he acts quickly and audaciously, the com- 
mon man at long last has seen the vision 
of the common cause. He has two tasks be- 
fore him—to complete the destruction of the 
enemy and build that world which has been 


waiting for him so long.

HAT good are the Gilberts? 


Some people back home are re 


ported asking that question after our Marines captured the 
silbert group of islands with heavy casualties on Tarawa, though 
not so heavy as the Japanese, who had their whole Tarawa garrison 
of 4000 wiped out with not one loyal subject escaping to inform Hiro- 
hito he has suffered another glorious defeat at the hands of the 


Americans. 


Offhand, severa] valid answers to 
that query occur to this corre- 
spondent, as to any one who fol- 
lows the news and the maps, 


Must Keep Initiative. 


First: We have to keep on fight- 
ing the Japanese every month, 
every week and every day. We 
can’t afford to stand by patiently 
until the war in Europe is over. 
If we do, the Japanese will con- 
tinue to strengthen their Pacific 
bastions and our job will be twice 
as tough. We must fight them 
right now with all available re- 
sources and keep them off balance 
and on the defensive, not knowing 
where we will strike next, As 
Adm. Nimitz has said, we now 
have the initiative and we would 
be foolish to reliquish it for one 
moment more, 

Second: The Gilberts loss was a 
tremendous blow to Japanese pres- 
tige, as shown by their tardy an- 
mouncement of the fact. Just as 
Americans, British and Dutch lost 
face with Orientals through losses 
of Hongkong, Manila, Singapore 
and the East Indies, so may our 
advances in the Pacific help to 
persuade natives of the East In- 
dies, Malaya, India, Burma, Thai- 
land, Indo-China, and even some 
pessimistic Chinese, that the white 
race is not necessarily doomed to 
extinction at the hands of Tojo’s 
tourists. 

Third: Most practical of all, per- 
haps, is the fact that capture of 
the Gilberts constituted the first 
crack in Japan's eastern perimeter 
defense. There are many roads to 
Japan, and in good time all will be 
used in one way or another, but 
obviously we cannot advance by 
the north or south if we still have 
Japanese in the middle Pacific to 
ambush us. Adm. Nimitz recently 
intimated Japan would be defeat- 
ed from China, which was a sig- 
nificant thing for any admiral to 
say, but he added that no road to 
Japan would be neglected. 

There are at least five roads 
toward the conquest of Japan, and 
not the least of these is the central 
Pacific one that starts at Hawaii— 
California rather — and passes 
through the Gilberts before fan- 
ning out to the north and south— 
that is, toward the Marshalls, 
Maru, Truk and the rest of the 
Carolines, Mariana and Palau 
groups of islands, Bonin Islands 
and the Philippines, and at long 
last our objective, Honshu. 


Freed Supply Route. 


What good are the Gilberts? The 
Japanese never asked that aca- 
demic question. As fast as they 
could, only two days after Pearl 
Harbor. they began moving into 
the Gilberts and executing white 
residents to forestall any civil dis- 
obedience. 

The Japanese used the Gilberts 
o try to cut off our lines of com- 
munication to Australia. They 
never quite succeeded in that, but 
they did compel us for many 
months to detour shipping around 
the block via Samoa, Tonga and 
Fiji. Eventually we took Funafuti 
{inevitably American boys cal] it 
Tuttifrutti) and the rest of the 
Ellice Island group, which proved 
stepping stones toward the Gil- 
berts. 

But until we captured Tarawa 
and drove the last armed Japa- 
mese from the Gilberts we were 
not free to route our planes and 
ships through the Gilberts on the 
shortest paths to the Solomons, 
New Hebrides, New Caledonia, 
New Zealand and Australia. Over 
night we have eliminated 20(0- 
mile detours which ultimately 
mean great saving in ships, planes 
and lives. 

Moreover, the Gilberts, which 
were good staging points for 
Jaapn to attack us in the Ellice 
Islands and the Solomons, now 
can be used in reverse direction 
to attack the Japanese in the Mar- 
shalls and Carolines, including 
Truk. The term “staging points” 
may not be understood by laymen, 
but to the services it means lay- 
ever points for planes and ships 
which must have convenient 
isiands for refueling, replenishing 
of larders and resting of crews if 
they are to carry on the fight 
across the world's broadest ocean. 

Tarawa, as our marines well 
know, has a good long airfield, for 
which they had to shed their blood. 
It was doubly important for being 
the only landing strip in the Gil- 
berts, which raises the question of 
why the Japanese didn't build a 
landing field on the Makin atoll, 
which had a suitable site, being 
larger and having more land mass 
than Tarawa. The obvious answer 
to that is that the Japanese must 
economize, not having the vast re- 
sources of the United States. 


Resources Limited Japs. 


When we moved into Guadalcanal 
the Japanese had only one airfield 
which we captured and named Hen- 
derson Field. Now we have any 
number of fields on Guadalcanal of 
which Henderson is becoming least 
in military importance. The Japa- 
nese had no fields in the Russells, 
in Vella Lavella and in New Geor- 
gia, south of Munda. Now we have 
plenty of airfields in those places 
in addition to capturing old air- 
fields from the Japanese at Mun- 
Ga and Vila and neutralizing air- 
fields in Bougainville and Buka. 

When it comes to airfields, Amer- 
fcans “are insatiable — they must 
have as many as possible in every 


‘island or group of Islands, whereas 
the Japanese with their limited re- 


sources build as few as possible. |: 


Thus in interest of national econ- 

omy they failed to make the fullest 

use of Makin which has possibilities 

oan as seaplane and landplane 
ase, 


Of course, the Gilberts have no 
immense harbors suitable for bat- 
tleships. But the Pacific war ‘to 
date has been principally a war of 
smaller warships, plus planes and, 
infantry, and the Gilberts fit into 
this picture nicely. 


Tarawa’s loss must have been su- 
preme humiliation to the face-sav- 
ing, blood-letting Japanese. They 
had assured natives that one mil- 
lion Americans could never take 
Tarawa. With considerably less 
than one million—in fact our ini- 
tial assault forces were much less 
than Japanese defenders—we took 
Tarawa because our side was ready 
to die to win, just as the Japanese 
were ready to die to lose. As some- 
body said: “We threw the book at 
the Japanese—and it hit them 
squarely between the eyes.” 


Quickest Way Is Easiest. 


‘Are You Going Home for Christmas This Year?’ 


There has been some amaze- 
ment expressed that we took Tara- 
wa in less than four days, whereas 
the Japanese held out in Guadal- 
canal half a year. The explanation 
is that Guadalcanal is a sizeable 
volcanic island with open beaches, 
plains, swamps, jungles, foresta, 
vallys and mountains, with miles of 
room in which to maneuver, where- 
as Tarawa is so tiny—the equiva- 
lent of a few flat city blocks—that 
either you take it in a hurry or 
else you don't take it at all and 
the enemy pushes you back into 
the sea whence you came, 

To Americans, the marvel is not 
that our Marines took Tarawa in 
76 hours but that they had the in- 
genuity and spirit to take it at all 
in face of the withering fire from 
hundreds of machine gun nests 
and scores of big guns. 

There are several ways of han- 
dling strong points like Tarawa. 

First: By-pass thenk 

Second: Put them under pro- 
longed siege. 

Third: Attack them directly, 
frontally with view to capture in 
the shortest possible time. 

The quickest way could be .the 
easiest way. Of course, a long-dis- 
tance siege would be less dangerous 
at first, but stretch it out and the 
enemy has time to assemble sub- 
marines and planes to torpedo and 
bomb your shipping, and the loss 
of life aboard transports and war- 
ships may be worse than if you 
waded right in the first day and 
had it over with—if you feel you 
are superior, exert your superiority 
without delay. 


Bombardment Limited. 


Americans may ask why we 
didn't bomb Tarawa’'s concrete and 
steel pillboxes longer than four 
hours before landing Marines 
against murderous gunfire. 

The answer to that appears to be 
that they could have bombarded 
Tawara for 10 days if they wanted 
to, but warships carry just so 
many bullets and shells and s0 
much fuel oil, and experience dic- 
tates that they should throw all 
their punches and get out of 
danger instead of proceeding 
leisurely and waiting around to be 
torpedoed or bombed. Specifically, 
any seaman knows it's difficult to 
transfer 16-inch shells at sea. 

To the criticisms that our com- 
manders should have used steel in- 
stead of man power to conquer 
Tarawa, the answer is given that 
our supporting ships and planes 
did their level best—high level and 
low level — to pulverize Tarawa’s 
sands and. that the tonnage dropped 
on Tarawa probably was the heavi- 
est concentration of destructive 
elements ever aimed at any one 
spot — not excluding blockbusted 
Berlin and Hamburg districts. 
Exact tonnage figures cannot be 
cited in this connection. To be 
sure, in any shelling or bombing 
of a small island you must reckon 
with “overs” and “shorts” — 
projectiles that ranged too far or 
too short or that skimmed across 
the sands and bounced off. 

You must reckon also with the 
undisputed fact that the Japanese 
are tough foes, who can go under- 
ground and take it and then 
emerge to murder as if nothing 
had happened. Not quite, though, 
for our four-hour pulverizing of 
Tarawa impaired their morale and 
psychology to the extent that they 
didn’t attempt to counter-attack 
until too late. Witness also their, 
reluctance to let garrisons in the 
Marshalls and elsewhere know 
how quickly indomitable Ameri- 
cans can overcome supposedly im- 
pregnable positions,

IN ITALY, Dec, 

F the Allies make a successful 
[tending on the western coast of 

Europe next year, are able to 
push their expeditionary force 
through to the borders of Ger- 
many itself, and then are willing 
to make the sacrifices necessary to 
penetrate the German west wall, it 
is reasonable to believe that the 
war in Europe may be finished by 
next winter, 

If we are unable to do these 
three things, then it seems very 
possible that the war may con- 
tinue until 1945. 

This opinion may be prejudiced 
and, consequently, overly pessi- 
mistic because it comes from a 
theater of action where the Ger- 
mans have fought extremely well. 
It does not, perhaps, give suffi- 
cient weight to the possibility of a 
Russian advance into Germany or 
the cracking of German home 
morale under pressure of Allied 
bombing. 

Those of us who have watched 
the fighting in North Africa and 
Italy during the last year, have 
learned not to count our chickens 
before they are hatched. We have 
time to appreciate the difficulty 
of large-scale landing operations 
against determined resistance, and 
we know that we have had ex- 
tremely good luck in Italy. We are 
not counting on perpetual good 
luck and we know that no amount 
of good luck will win unless it is 
supported by vast power and fight- 
ing skill of the highest order. 

Certainly, it is more important 
from the soldier's viewpoint, to in- 
crease our power and the skill of 
troops who have yet to see action 
than to try to fix dates..

Interpreting the War News 


VALUE OF ITALIAN CAMPAIGN

LLNESS of Prime Minister Churchill shadows the opening of. 
Christmas week but otherwise there is much to cheer the United 
Nations war fellowship on all fronts. 


Britain's stout-hearted war leader again was stricken with pneu- 
monia at the moment when his seasoned guidance, unquenchable spirit 
ahd tremendous driving power were most needed to bring Allied- 
Russian and Allied-Chinese undertakings at Teheran and Cairo to 
complete fruition against Germany and Japan, 


Yet there was little reason to ex- 
pect delay in the execution of any 
part of the two-phase military pro- 
gram worked out by conferences of 
the closely-knit‘alliance. Time is 
too important a factor to permit 
any postponements if the hopes of 


shortening the war are to be re- 
alized. 

It must necessarily be true that 
the strategic directives mapped at 
Teheran included selection of key 
iieutenants of the three leading fig- 
ures, President Roosevelt, Church- 
ill and Premier Stalin, to carry out 
the plans for an integrated three- 
way assault on the foe. 


Dissatisfaction on Italy. 

Churchill’s illness probably has 
deferred indefinitely his scheduled 
Christmas season accounting to 
Parliament on his war steward- 
ship which probably would have 
explained the relatively slow-mo- 
tion Allied advance up the Italian 
boot. ; 

There has been caustic criticism 
voiced in Parliament over that. 
The last upsurge came on the eve 
of disclosure in London of Church- 
ill’s illness. The answers made in 
his behalf, pointing to terrain dif- 
ficulties and the effect of winter 
weather obviously were stop-gap 
statements. His parliamentary 
spokesmen seemed to be leaving 
further clarification to Churchill, 
himself. 

His illness probably will still 
that criticism for a time, But 
there cannot be much doubt that it 
still is seething and that the shock 
of now disclosed Allied personnel 
and shipping losses in the Nazi 
bombing of the Bari entry port for 
Eighth Army reinforcements and 
supplies sooner or later will push 
it into the open. 

As a matter of fact it long has 
seemed that the Anglo-American 
invasion of the Italian mainland 


primarily was a diversion effort 
from the. start. 


Diversionary Effect. 

That campaign,» however, 
knocked Italy quickly out of the 
war and ‘secured the Foggia plain 
alr bases for two-way bombard- 
ment of German cities, industries 
and vital war communications 
centers, 

It also has imposed the threat 
of other continental invasions 
soon to follow in the south on the 
Nazi high command, whether in 
the Balkans, on the south coast of 
France or elsewhere. 

It has definitely and increasing- 
ly shaken the Nazi. satellite struc- 
ture in Bulgaria, Rumania and 
Hungary. It has drawn Turkey 
momentously closer to some form 
of participation in the war against 
Germany. 

But most of all, it compelled 
Nazi withdrawals in planes and 
troops from the Soviet front at a 
critical moment for the Russians. 
It is unquestionably a vital ele- 
ment in the now integrated Rus- 
sian-Allied strategic design plotted 
at Teheran, And yet, primarily, 
it still may be a diversion offen- 
sive. 

The one thing utterly clear about 
the Italian campaign is that it 
was planned, and is being fought, 
without prejudice to Allied prepar- 
ations for a second-front assault 
from the west. There is no other 
logical explanation for the fact 
that with well-established Allied 
control of the air and undisputed 
Allied domination of the seas that 
wash the Italian coasts, there have 
been no major sea-born sweeps 
about either end of the Nazi de- 
fense front to seize beachheads in 
its rear, ; 

With a crisis close at hand in 
Russia as the season for winter 
battle nears the Allied diversion 
role in Italy is doubly important. 


SHIPMENTS OF FISH AND FRUIT 
TO ALLIES CUTS U. S, SUPPLIES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Shipments of canned fish, fruits, 
dried peas and beans and pork to 
Allied nations under Lend-Lease 
during the first ten months of 
1943 made: significant inroads in 
the total United States supplies, 
the Foreign Economic Adminis- 
tration reported today.

O ALL intents and purposes, 
T tx Royal Yugoslav Govern- 

ment-in-Exile here exists in a 
state of suspended animation. With 
Britain and other United Nations 
definitely supporting Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz and his Partisan 
Army of Liberation, and dispatch- 
ing supplies and air support to 
him rather than to King Peter's 
War Minister and guerrilla leader, 
Gen. Draja Mihailovic, the young 
king’s government cannot continue 
to dangle forever and some solu- 
tion will have to be found soon. 

To date the British government 
continues to maintain formal re- 
lations with the royal Yugoslav 
Government. There are no signs 
that the British intend to ditch 
King Peter. On the other hand, 
the British make no bones of the 
fact that they are supporting 
Broz’s setup inside Yugoslavia as 
a political and military entity of 
great assistance to the Allies. 
Fighting Value Is Key. 

Unlike the situation in Greece 
where the leftist Elas group— 
Greece’s equivalent of the Yugo- 
slav Partisans—does not enjoy 
Allied support, in Yugoslavia the 
Partisans’ fighting value is such 
that military considerations gov- 
ern British policy toward them. 

To this should be added the fact 
that Soviet Russia has sponsored 
Broz for some time and that Rus- 
sian-British-American combined 
war strategy compels agreement 
between the three powers on whom 
and what to recognize in Yugo- 
slavia. 

Thus it is that there are two 
Yugoslav governing bodies, one 
with King Peter at the head, 
operating in exile here, the other 
in Yugoslavia claiming to be rep- 
resentative of the bulk of the 
people within the country, and 
both in angry opposition to one an- 
other. 

Since Dec. 4, when Broz pro- 
claimed the formation of the Com- 
mittee of National Liberation, the 
royal Yugoslav Government here 
has been in a state of crisis—a 
crisis arising from the fact that 
the British, while not disowning 
King Peter, definitely support Broz. 
‘Iron Lung’ Government. 

King Peter’s government under 
Prime Minister Dr. Bozhidar Puric 
right now is living in an “iron 
lung.” It hag not fallen because 
the King apparently has nobody at 
hand strong enough, in face of this 
big crisis, to form a new govern- 
ment, 

A mere reshuffling of the Cabi- 
net would not solve anything. 
Moreover, it appears that the Puric 
Government doesn't want to resign 
anyhow, and does not dare let the 
youthful King out of their sight. 
Yet, if Yugoslavs here will not 
reach an understanding with Broz 
—if that is at all possible—the 
King may not survive politically. 

So far there has been no contact 
reported between Peter and Broz’s 
representatives..

T is astonishing to learn that the total of landing craft built by 


this country has already reached 20,000. None of these craft ex- 
isted on the day of Pearl Harbor—few had so much as been de- 


Another 25,000 are already on order: still another 20,000 are now 
projected, and beyond this there will be 15,000 rafts, rubber boats 
and other bottoms needed to solve the problems of seaborne invasion— 


altogether a total invasion fleet of 


Some of these units are ocean- 
going ships 450 feet long—these 
amazing vessels have bows that 
open up in huge double doors, to 
spew out tanks, artillery, and 
motor vehicles, 

Some are “alligator” amphibious 
tractors, which can master liter- 
ally any terrain with their tractor 
treads, but also float like a boat, 
so that they can navigate surf, 
swamp, river or lagoon as readily 
as beach or battlefield. 

There are landing barges in 
great variety of several sizes, all 
built for the sole purpose of mov- 
ing men and weapons across that 
last strip of invasion water, ferry- 
ing them in to the spot where sea 
meets enemy soil, and deploying 
them there for attack. 


New Kind of Warfare. 


We have 20,000 landing™~ craft 
now—they have meant Casablanca 
and Guadalcanal, Sicily and Sa- 
lerno, Tarawa and Makin and 
Bougainville. 


Their success has opened the 
door to a new kind of warfare 
—a long-range offensive made 
possible by the advent of the 
gasoline engine. 

It is a very short time since the 

only way to land on a hostile 
beach was by the use of open 
wooden boats. Up until about 30 
years ago, large pulling-boats were 
used — cutters. A steam launch 
might tow a string of cutters in 
close to the beach, protected by a 
barrage of warship gunfire. The 
cutters then cast off, and used 
oars to go in through the surf. 
As the cutter grounded, the land- 
ing party leaped out, usually into 
water waist-deep — the fighting 
men reached the beach soaking 
wet, armed with nothing better 
than their rifles and a very small 
supply of ammunition. 
Later on, large wooden motor- 
sailing launches were used, These 
had a small one-pounder cannon 
mounted in the bows, They were 
slow, clumsy boats. The idea of 
storming an enemy-held beach 
with 40 or 50 of them was enough 
to make Marine and naval officers 
shake their heads in anticipation 
of carnage and probable defeat. 


Britain’s Vain Attempt. 


During the last war, British 
troops made a seaborne invasion 
at the Dardanelles. Elaborate 
plans were made to land a large 
number of men in a short time by 
means of ramps which could be 
dropped from transports to barges 
—but enemy artillery fire played 
hob with the plans. 

It was a military axiom that 
the storming of a hostile coast was 
the most difficult and hazardous 
of all operations. It was accept- 


something like 80,000 units, 


ed as fact that if the enemy was 
any good at all, such an invasion 
was doomed to almost certain fail- 
ure, 


It was largely for this reason 
that Germany’s first great blow 
to the west, back in 1940, was 
aimed at Denmark, Holland, Bel- 
gium and Northern France as No. 
1 targets. If Britain lost ports 
of entry to the continent, there 
would be no repetition of the 
1914-1918 West front. Even as- 
suming that America one day en- 
tered the war, and desired to send 
an expeditionary force, as had 
been done in 1917, we should have 
no way of landing our armies in 
France—not while Germany held 
the coasts of France. 


Landing From the Sea, 


Landing barges are special weap- 
ons of overseas warfare. Both in 
Europe and in the Pacific, they 
are essential tools for a country 
like the United States, which must 
cross the enemy’s sea frontiers in 
order to come to grips with the 
enemy’s main forces. 

The creation of these landing 
barges has been a prodigious task 
—an achievement possible only in 
a great industrial country like our 
own. 


But perhaps still more prodigi- 
ous has been the task of provid- 
ing each barge with a capable 
skipper, a capable engineer, « 
capable crew. 

Operations in the surf demand 
great skill in seamanship. Night 
approaches to specific points of 
enemy beach demand great skill 
in piloting and navigation. As for 
the ocean-going landing ships, the 
problem of finding officers and 
crews is comparable to that of 
manning freighters—the skipper 
must be able to do celestial navi- 
gation, and must be seaman 
enough to handle a cranky hull of 
very odd shape in any weather 
that comes along. He must, more- 
over, have guts enough to go 
places under enemy bombing at- 
tack and enemy gunfire. The chief 
engineer has gadgets galore, in- 
cluding a ventilation system to car- 
ry off exhaust gases from the 
tank cargo.

There are no cabarets, no cafes, as in pre-war times.

eminence, applied arts and scien- 
tists, there are no regular labor 
hours.

Professors Help Out All Around. 


The college professor is not only 
a man who delivers lectures to 
students, but is a consultant of 
industry or agriculture, a director 
of this or that enterprise within 
the sphere of his specialty. Even 
writers and artists are called upon 
for special services. Writers do 
special research, travel the coun- 
try delivering lectures to factories, 
collective farms and army camps. 
Artists likewise, especially actors 
and musicians, make three or four 
times as many appearances as 
they did in pre-war years. 


The other evening, in the home 
of a Russian author, I met a the- 
ater director and his wife, who 
had just returned from a year- 
long tour. They had traveled all 
over the country in a special tour. 
Once their audience consisted of 
only three border guards. They 
gave a performance of “Romeo 
and Juliet” in an open field, using 
trucks for a stage. 

They did not omit a single scene 
or a single line or fail to wear a 
single costume, The “three border 
guards,” said the director, “cut off 
from the outside world, were one 
of the most inspiring audiences we 
have ever had. We gave one of 
our best performances.” “We did 
indeed,” confirmed his youthful, 
pretty wife. 

What is especially significant of 
the civilian population is the cam- 
paign of studying and learning, 
that is Niagaralike, always storm- 
ing over. However disastrous an 
immediate military set-back, how- 
ever great an ‘immediate military 
victory, this campaign never slack- 
ens. 

Fulfillment of today's plan, 
whether factory, farm or office, is 
never itself the goal, hardly even 
a promise. It is the over-fulfill- 
ment of today's plan and the pre- 
paration for its over-fulfiliment 
tomorrow that is the driving force 
and impassioned urge of the men 
and organizations that now direct 
the life of the country. | 


Co-operation Turned Back Nazis. 


Americans who are asking how 
it happened that Russia succeeded 
in turning back from the very 
gates of Moscow, from the very 
streets of Stalingrad, the German 
Army, which-on the outbreak of 
the Russo - German war was 


deemed the most universally and | 


most highly mechanized and per- 
fectly co-ordinated fighting ma- 
chine of all times, having at its 
command a steel production three 
or four times as high as Russia, 
will find the answer in part in 
this incessant, vehement emphasis 
by all organs, publicity and direc- 
tion of the need for every one to 
learn more and more his imme- 
diate task, whatever it may be. 
While in Kiev recently a Rus- 
sian colonel! told me one day a 
tussian sergeant brought in a Ger- 
man prisoner he had captured. The 
prisoner happened to be a captain 
of German artillery. In the course 
of the interrogation, the colone] 
said to the prisoner: “Germany is 
kaput—finished—don’t you think 
80?” The German captain retorted:

“That is not what is worrying me 
and other officers in the German 
Army.” Thereupon the Russian 
colonel said: “What else can: be 
worrying you more?” “The quick- 
ness,” replied the German captain,

Coming from a German officer 
such an admission is particularly 
impressive. The incessant and vig- 
orous compaign of Red Star, offi. 
cial organ of the Red Army, and 
other military publications, for 
more and more study of military 
science, is in no small measure 
responsible for the skill and effac- 
tiveness with which the Russians 
have learned to storm the German 
fortifications, to throw their own 
pincers around the German forces. 


An Agricultural Miracle. 


If, despite the shortage of fats 
and sugar, there is no famine in 
Russia, it is because of the miracle 
Russian agriculture has performed 
since the outbreak of the war. But 
this miracle would have been im- 
possible without the sweeping 
campaign aimed at every in- 
dividual worker on the collective 
state farms to learn new and bet- 
ter methods of work. Grain men, 
swine growers, dairy maids, gar- 
deners, bee keepers, fruit growers 
and cotton planters—everybody is 
constantly called upon to study 
and learn to improve in output 
quantity and quality. 


One of the key men in Russian 
agriculture is the chairman of the 
collective farm. With all the Help 
he gets from the Department of 
Agriculture and local party Soviet 
organizations he must be a man of 
imagination and action, a scien- 
tist and organizer, also a good 
business man, 

At least one-half of pre-war 
chairmen have gone to the war. 
Their place has been taken largely 
by women and girls, some fo 
more than eighteen years old, 
without previous expérience, run- 
ning such complicated enterprises 
as the collective farm, the average 
size of which is more thah 4,000 
acres, 

Yet these women and girls have 
risen to their responsibility with 
such talents and energy that the 
agricultural output enables the 
national government, with what 
help it gets from America, to pro- 
vide excellent meals for many mil- 
lions of its soldiers and to keep 
the civilian population well enough 
fed so that it can perform the 
daily duties incumbent on it. Dur- 
ing the world war of 1914-17, the 
sown area in Russia dropped 27,- 
000,000 acres. But in 1948, the 
Soviet-ruled Rusala, the sown area 
was 20,000,000 acres more than in 
1941, 

All over Russia, special sthools 
have been opened recently for 
chairmen of collective farms, op- 
erators, tractors, combines and 
other implements, also dairymen, 
horticulturists, apiarists and oth- 
ers. At least 3,000,000 agricultural 
workers, overwhelmingly women 
and girls, are attending the 
schools. The slogan in each 
school, which is the slogan for all 
Russian men in uniform as well 
as men in Overalls, is, “Study and 
learn, learn and study.”

The undignified flattery that has 
been heaped upon Stalin, says 
Chamberlin, might convey the im- 
pression that he ig a vain and 
stupid man, “Nothing could be 
farther from the truth. There is 
abundant evidence to indicate that 
the head of the Soviet state is a 
shrewd, hard-headed realist, with- 
out .ny paranoid delusions of gran- 
deur. He may derive subconscious 
pleasure from these tributes to his 
absolute power. But the chief rea- 
son that probably leads him to en- 
courage this Oriental cult of per- 
sonal adulation is the belief that 
the Russian people, deprived o1 
Czar and Church, need some per- 
sonal symboj of supreme authority 
before which they may bow down.” 

Stalin is no orator, but except 
when he gets into the field of 
Marxian dialectics his speech is 
simple, direct and effective. “I grew 
up a Georgian peasant,” he told 
Willkie. “I am unschooled in pretty 
talk.” He likes the questions-and- 
answers method. His speech of Nov. 
6 last, in celebration of the twenty- 
sixth anniversary of the Soviet Rev- 
olution, was hurchillian in its 
hard-hitting simplicity and its use 
of homely metaphors. (Germany 
and its “flunkies” set out to get the 
“buns and pies” and give their ad- 
versaries the “bumps and black 
eyes,” but things were not turning 
out that way.) His speeches show, 
as would be expected, a thorough 
grounding in the basic ideas of 
Marx and Lenin, though he has 
always been the “practical” man 
rather than the theoretitian. He 
knows the Russian classics and 
has read séme of the works of 
Shakespeare, Dickens and other 
foreign authors in translation. He 
once tried to learn English, Cham: 
berlin says, but gave it up because 
of trouble with the spelling. 

His manner is usually serious, 
but, in Davies’ phrase to the writ- 
er, he “can turn on the charm 
when he wants to.” Davies says 
in “Mission to Moscow” that “a 
child would like to sit in his lap 
and a dog would sidle up to him” 
which ChA&mberlin, incidentally, 
thinks is going rather far in an 
effort to “prettify’” Stalin.

Stalin was born in the little town 
of Gori, in Georgia, on Deco, 22, 
1879; thus he will be 64 years old 
next Wednesday. Georgia is be- 
tween the Black and Caspian seas, 
in Russia’s far south, and its Dy 
ple are a distinct race, with their 
own language. Stalin still speaks 
Russian with a trace of the 
Georgian accent. His father was 
a shoemaker, and worked in the 
nearby town of Tiflis, capital of 
the republic.

Father Harned Bare Living. 


Stalin’s father earned a bare liv- 
ing and the mother took in wash- 
ing and sewing to help out. The 
father died when the boy was 11. 
Hoping to make “Sosso” a priest, 
the mother—Keke as she was 
oalled—scraped up enough money 
to put him in the Orthodox The- 
ological Seminary at Tiflis. He en- 
tered at 15 and left four years 
later. One story has it that he 
was expelled for revolutionary 
leanings, another that Keke with- 
drew him, “He was not expejled,” 
she once said. “Overwork pulled 
him down, and the doctors said 
he might develop tuberculosis, He 
did not want to leave, but I took 
him away.” ss 

His life became one of incessant 
revolutionary activity. In 1907, as 
a member of the Tiflis party com- 
mittee, he helped to arrange the 
“expropriation” for party funds, of 
$170,000 which was being carried 
to the State Bank under Cossack 
escort. Bombs were hurled at the 
troops and three persons were 
killed and more than 60, soldiers 
and passersby, wounded. The Tif- 
lis affair caused sharp criticism in 
revolutionary circles, and Stalin 
though he had not directly taken 
part in the attack, was banished 
from the party for a short period. 


His work in these formative 
years made up a complete appren- 
ticeship in revolution. He wrote 
and circulated subversive litera- 
ture, incited strikes and demon- 
Strations. For a time he edited 
a Bolshevik paper, Vremia, in the 
Georgian language. He went 
abroad three times to attend party 
congresses—at Stockholm, Cracow 
and Prague. In collaboration with 
Lenin he wrote a book on the na- 
tionality question. At this time, 
1912, ha was leader of the Bol-

He was there for 
about four years, until his release 
with other political prisoners as 
a result of the March revolution 
of 1917, 


Lenin's Lieutenant. 


He became one of the trusted 
lieutenants of Lenin. There was a 
saying in Moscow after a while 
that “Lenin trusts Stalin; Stalin 
trusts no one.” From the time of 
its creation in October, 1917, he 
was a member Of the all-powerful 
Politburo, and when the Govern- 
ment was organized he was made 
the Commissar of Nationalities, in 
charge of the difficult job of weld- 
ing the more than 100 separate 
Traces and nationalities in Russia 
into a stable union. 

His role in the revolution, how- 
ever, brought him little into the 
public eye. Trotsky was much 
more conspicuous, Stalin was the 
spade-worker, the organizer, the 
wire-puller, making effective use 
of the contacts he had formed dur- 
ing the long period of his under- 
ground work. These were later 
to aid him in his rise to supreme 
power. 

Even Souvarine, a consistent 
partisan of Trotsky as against 
Stalin, concedes that “within his 
Hmitations Stalin rendered incon- 
testable service to the party, and 
Lenin appears to have made full 
use of hig special aptitudes.” 

During the Civil War, though 
again he was less active than 
Trotsky, Stalin was a member of 
the revolutionary military commit- 
tee and served on several fronts 
as a political commissar. His 
chief military achievement wag in 
the defense of Tearitsin, on the 
Lower Volga, against the Don Cos- 
sacks of General Krasnov in 1918.

Some months ago, 
alarmed by the evil impact of war 
conditions on youth, the police de- 
partment organized a juvenile di- 
vision consisting of a plain clothes 
man and woman in every district 
to work with boys and girls. The 
head of this division is an under- 
standing police officer, Sergeant 
Tom Moran, 

“Our aim,” said Moran, “is to get 
things at the source. We want to 
prevent kids from even coming up 
in juvenile court. So when a kid 
gets into trouble we talk with him 
and his parents, 
it right there.”

F 1000 cases investigated by 

the juvenile division in the 

first three months of its exist- 
ence, two-thirds never went to 
juvenile court at all. Formerly, 
most of them would have gone, 
and to magt families and most 
boys and girls even an appearance 
in court is a disgrace, 

The juvenile division has organ- 
ized baseball and soccer teams all 
over the city. Vacant lots are 
given free or leased at $1 a year. 
School houses become boys’ club 
houses after school hours. Berger 
has just completed a program for 
raising funds for equipment, 

“I'd rather get $25 apiece from 
ten men,” said Toots, “than $250 
from one, It spreads the interest.” 

Last year Berger started a slo- 
gan that ran through the youth of 
the city: “The policeman is your 
friend. When you're in trouble, 
rin to the policeman, not away 
from him.” The slogan is getting 
results. Policemen say kids have 
a different and more friendly at- 
titude. 

Emily, aged 14, lives with her 
mother and younger brother. Her 
father deserted his family seven 
years ago; her mother works as 
a night-waitress in a tavern. Emily 
was seen going in and out of tough 
jointa with soldiers. Then, one 
day, Emily came of her own voli- 
tion into a police station and asked 
to see the Juvenile Officer—she 
had heard somewhere that the Ju- 
venile Officers were friends of boys 
and girls. 

She said: “I feel I am going 
from bad to worse. I want help.” 

The Juvenile Officer listened to 
Emily’s story sympathetically, 
talked with her mother, then ar- 
ranged for Emily's admittance to 
a girl's home, 

“Think,” said a police officer, “of 
a kid coming voluntarily to a po- 
lice station to ask for help! That 
couldn’t have happened a few 
years ago!” 

“These Juvenile Officers are do- 
ing marvelous work,” said Berger. 
“So kindly, so patient, so under- 
standing!”

Probably through some  over- 
sight, Russell Birdwell and Asso- 
ciates fail to mention in various 
releases that there is a little mat- 
ter of 80 or 90 million bucks be- 
longing to the Rumanian Govern- 
ment now impounded in American 
banks. It would be nice to be 
around as the recognized head of 
the Rumanian Government when 
that dough goes back into circula- 
tion, wouldn't it? Or shouldn't one 
be overly suspicious? 

Incidentally, Magda Lupescu, also 
has made separate application for 
admission to the United States. 
Wouldn’t it be odd if through the 
clever offices of the Birdwell or- 
ganization, Cagey Carol was toted 
over the border and Mme.

ASE B-216: Judy, aged almost 
C 9, recently hit upon the idea - 

of having me tutor her and 
her brothers, so they wouldn't need 
to attend school. 

It was a ruse on her part to stay 
down on the farm, for our week- 
end holiday there had been very 
enjoyable. None of our five 
youngsters wished to return to 
Chicago. : 

“You've been teaching in cok 
leges,” she argued, “so you could 
teach us. Then we could stay 
here on the farm.” 

“Yes, we want a_ tutor,” 
younger brothers argued. 

On our return to Chicago, they 
kept up the refrain. For the past 
three days they have wakened me 
in the morning, demanding to be 
tutored. 

So I have asked them simpl¢é—~ 
questions and we have played... 
school. They relish the idea, for== 
they think it is a game. neni 
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AS A RULE, IT ISN'T necessary” 
to tutor your youngsters, and. 
mine seem to be getting along suces= 
cessfully, so my present tutoring 
is simply a quiz game of an in- 
formal nature, 

But occasionally a child slips be- 
hind hig classmates, either because 
of illness, or frequent moving by 
his parents from one town to 
another. 

In such cases, you should come. 
to his rescue. But make your 
teaching a game. Sugar coat the 
information so he relishes it. 

If he is poor in arithmetic, for 
example, it probably means that 
he hasn't learned his multiplication 
tables and combinations. These 
should be so well taught that a 
child doesn’t have to think. If he 
sees a flash card with “7x9” there- 
on, the answer should tmmediately 
pop into his mind. 
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Make a set of flash cards, 
which are simply pleces of white 
cardboard on which you print 
words or pairs of numbers. Then . 
fiash these before your young- 
ster for a brief interval. If you 
wish to prime the child in his 
reading, make a set of such cards 
on which you print the common 
words that will appear in the 
youngster’s primer or first reader. « 

- 2:2 | 
THEN SHOW HIM TWO cards 
at the start. Tell him what the 
two words are and point out some 


of the general differences, as in 
contour. Don’t try to teach him all 


her 


the letters at the outset or insist 
that he be able to recite the 
alphabet. 

Now mix the two cards, and 
hold up one at a time. If he can 
identify the word, give him the 
card. If not, you should keep it 
in your own pile. After the child 
knows the two words, add a third 
card to the series. First, point out 
its difference from the other two, 
then shuffle the cards and expose 
them, one by one. 
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If mother holds up the flash 
cards and father joins in the 
game, be sure the child beats 
Daddy, at least four times out 
of five. As a variation. of the 
above game, use your watch or 
a stopwatch and measure the 
time it takes the child to go 
through the entire set of cards. 
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TEACH HIM THE multiplica-~ 
tion tables in the same manner,.<. 
keeping each table separate. Theny*= 
when the child knows the twos 
and the threes and fours, etc., mix... 
them altogether and expose thenm=-« 
in random order. 4 

I used flash cards with my son, 
Danny, to brush him up as re 
gards his reading. When I would 
hold up a word card, Id start 
counting slowly. If he named it 
before I reached “10,” he got it; 
otherwise, I put it in my pile.

HE Lieutenant and I walked 

back to where the roads forked

front of them. The line of stab- 
bing men passed and repassed over 
the area where the lost mine was 
supposed to be, their bayonets hit- 
ting nothing but stones. It was 
20 past 11 when the Lieutenant 
asked me what I thought. 

“I think we are licked,” I said, 
“The road’s clear and the shoul- 
ders are clear and the columns 
going up will be sticking to the 
road here, I think if we tell the 
sentry, he can flag the first people 
to come up in the morning and 
they can post a guard to keep 
vehicles off the sand this side of 
the road.” 

“You can’t hold up a whole divi- 
sion for one damn mine,” said the 
Lieutenant reflectively. “O K, the 
hell with it.” He motioned to the 
men and they picked up their rifles 
and put the bayonets back in their 
scabbards, and we sent them on 
down the road ahead of us. He 
and I followed, walking rapidly. 

The Ranger was still at the 
crossroad, and we told him about 
the missing mine. He said he 
would stop the first vehicle that 
was going up beyond him and tell 
them to leave someone there to 
warn vehicles that followed. The 
men ahead walked even more 
rapidly than we and within a few 
minutes their shadows had melted 
into nothing and they were gone. 
Once more it was silent in the 
desert. The moon above the moun- 
tain rim was almost perfect, al- 
most full. There was neither man 
nor man-made war anywhere, only 
mountains, desert, moon and 
silence. It was in a peep that the 
war came riding up to us again. 

We heard the peep before we 
saw it and it stopped alongside us 
with a scraping of tire on mac- 
adam. There were two officers in 
it and a driver, and although the 
peep had been doing all the run- 
ning, they were breathless. The 
one who stuck his head out whis- 
pered hoarsely: “Have the engi- 
neers got the mines out yet?” 
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WAS nearest him and I looked 
| him over, speculating on how to 

put it. I said, “The engineers 
have got them all out—except one.” 

“Holy ——,” he said, “what kind 
of talk is that? ‘All but one!’ 
We've got to put in an artillery 
O. P. up there.” 

I said, “It’s up the right fork 
and it’s off the road. You will see 
where the mines are out of the 
road and it’s right opposite there, 
on the right. You won’t get into 
any trouble.” 

The officer said “Holy ——” 
again and without waiting for 
directions the driver put the car 
in gear and they went whirring off 
into the darkness. When we came 
back to the place on the road 
where two or more vehicles usually 
drew the fire, the whole scene had 
changed. In the space of three 
hours, an army had moved in. 

Two of the division’s three com- 
bat teams had broken camp and 
moved up to the jumping-off point 
near the Rangers’ outpost. Where 
it passed the outpost on the cone- 
shaped hill, the road mounted a 
rise in the ground and was lifted 
still higher on its embankment. 
You could stand on the road and 
look back toward Gafsa, with the 
vast plain dropping away enough 
so that you could see over the tops 
of the vehicles that now covered it. 
The straight road ran parallel with 
the mountain range, only a mile or 
two away from where the foothills 
became steep. Pressed between the 
road and the mountain, and 
sprawled out on the side of the 
road away from the mountain, 
were thousands upon thousands of 
gray shapes, big and little, each 
casting its black shadow in the 
moonlight. 

Listening, you could hear two 
sounds. You could hear from far 
away the sound of motors run- 
ning; way back they must be still 
moving up the road; and from 
all about, like the sighing of the 
sea, there was the scraping and 
shuffling of thousands of feet on 
sand and rock. Through the shuf- 
fling noise, came the clicking of 
stone on stone, fainter still than 
the shuffling. And, still fainter, 
came the light clack of metal on 
metal, as someone loaded a gun 
or slid a bolt in and out or banged 
some piece of metal equipment 
against another. Other than these 
there were no sounds, no voices, 
no normal sounds of movement. 

Thus was the attack mounted 
and waiting. Thus we came to it, 
the platoon lieutenant and I. The 
batteries near the Rangers’ out- 
post were sited to fire down the 
road by which we had come back 
to the line. The officers we 
passed in the peep had been going 


up to choose a point from which 
they might observe the fire of 
these batteries. Presently, wire 
would go up te them so that they 
could telephone back when the 
batteries began to shoot, to ob- 
serve and correct the fire. There 
were two batteries sited near the 
Ranger post. One, you could see, 
was set to fire down the road 
that led to Sfax; the other down 
the road that led to Gabes. Now 
that our mine fields were no long- 
er in front of the lines to slow 
down any enemy force that might 
come, these guns would have to 
take over that task. 
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HIS much of the battle plan I 

knew; that what we saw there 

on the plain was the making bf 
not one battle but of two. There 
were two combat teams there, which 
with the dawn, would advance 
along each fork of the road. The 
success of the attack on the Gabes 
road was completely dependent on 
the attack that was to take the 
left fork toward Sfax. So our at- 
tack—the one on the Sfax road—~— 
was to be given six hours’ head 
start. The reason for this de- 
pendence was clear on the map. 
The right fork of the road, that 


‘led to Gabes, stretched across open 


plain, bounded on one side by a 
salt lake and on the other by the 
clifflike mountain wall. If an at- 
tack had no cover there, neither 
had the defense. The road that 
led to Sfax, on the other hand, en- 
tered a mountain pass so easy to 
defend that military experts would 
be pardoned the use of the word 
impregnable in describing it. 


It was shaped like a cross’ sec- 
tion of a funnel. Across the 
mouth of the funnel were wide 
belts of enemy mines—they were 
marked on our map—and behind 
these mines were thick aprons of 
wire. The narrow road between 
had heavy stone road blocks at 
intervals and more mine fields be- 
tween them. Up the irregular sides 
of the funnel, placed each ore 


- above and behind the other, were 


gun positions dug into the rock. 
Either side of the funnel could 
cover the other side, and both 
sides fired out across the wire 
and the mines. It presented a 
fantastic problem in frontal as- 
sault. Our artillery could only 
fire on the position in full view on 
the flat plains, while the fire of all 
the enemy’s guns interlocked to 
rain death on anyone who ap- 
proached the mouth of the funnel 
on foot. 


Now not only was this funnel 
difficult of entrance, but its 
mouth pointed out across the road 
that led to the other battlefield. 
If the column attacking on the 
Gabes road ran the gauntlet and 
dashed by to by-pass this death 
trap, it would be at the mercy of 
an attack launched from the mouth 
of this funnel. The enemy could 
here come out on the flank of the 
other battle. Capturing the fun- 
nel, then, was to be our objective; 
our two missions were first to deny 
the enemy the use of the funnel, 
thus protecting the flank of the 
other battle, and, second, to take 
the funnel itself as a second ave- 
nue of exit from the mountains 
to the plains in Rommel’s rear, 


“We” were one of the three com- 
bat teams of the First Division. 
Our combat team—called the 26th 
—had the First Ranger Battalion 
attached to it. Company D of the 
First Engineer Battalion was in 
turn attached to the Ranger bat- 
talion, That means that “we” were 
some 5000 infantrymen, plus a bat- 
talion of field artillery which is a 
normal component of a combat 
team. Our most useful artillery 
that day were 105-mm. guns. We 
also had some anti-tank howitzers. 
The howitzers were mounted on 
trucks. The big 105’s had to be 
towed to where they were to be 
fired. The First Infantry Division 
is motorized infantry, which means 
that it is equipped with enough 
vehicles so that it can be moved 


from one place to another on ° 


wheels. Many of these vehicles 
are armored but it is not an 
armored division, the distinction 
being that when it goes into action 
it gets out of its vehicles and 
fights on foot, 

Infantrymen now fight with a 
wide variety of weapons. Behind 
their peeps they tow 37-mm. anti- 
tank guns, miniature cannon. As 
the name implies, these are the 
tools with which they defend 
themselves from attack by tanks. 
On the offensive, however, the 
infantryman must rely on what he

can carry. Infantrymen carry two- 


sizes of mortars, several. kinds of 
machine guns and automatic rifles, 
rocket launchers, hand grenades 
and an attachment so that they 
may shoot hand grenades from 
some rifles. They also carry rifles, 
both hand operated and _ semi- 
automatic, and some _ .45-caliber 
pistols, bayonets and a few knives. 


*The mortar is the infantry’s dwn 
personal artillery. It has a short 
round barrel, untapered, like a 
three or four foot length of ‘stove- 
pipe. This barrel stands on the 
ground, locked into a metal plate 
about the size of a small table top. 
Its folding legs hold the front of 
the barrel so that it is cocked up 
at a sharp angle to its base plate. 
It stands almost vertical. The 
mortar shell proceeds up into the 
air in a great lob, going very high 
and curving over and dropping an 
easy rifle shot from where it 
started. The mortar is a rough- 
and-ready instrument: its high 
lobbing shell is easily blown off 
its course by wind and you cannot 
knock a clay pipe out of a man’s 
teeth with it. But its great virtue 
is that it is easily taken apart and 
a squad of men can carry the 
pieces and put them together at a 
place wholly inaccessible to artil- 
lery. The barrel makes a load for 
one man and the base a load for 
another. A third man carries mis- 
cellaneous accessories and _ the 
rest of the squad tote ammunition. 
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O clarify one point: the mortar 
T is useful not merely because it 

can be carried to places inacces- 
sible to artillery, but because, being 
easy to move, its crew can rapidly 
change the site from which it is 
firing. The opening of a battery 
of mortars is an instant signal 
to enemy artillery to shell the 
spot where the fire originated, or 
to telephone the nearest Luftwaffe 
to send over a dive bomber. But 
it will take time for the enemy 
artillery to find the range, or for 
the dive bomber to get over. 
Meanwhile, the mortar will have 
done its work and can be moved. 


You will have a clearer picture 
of what machine guns are like be- 
cause they are more often pic- 
tured. But you must think of the 
infantry’s automatic rifles and ma- 
chine guns as a widely assorted 


lot. The smallest are the stubby 
little tommy guns that gangsters 
used to carry and the B. A, R.— 
The Browning Automatic Rifle— 
which is the fragile-looking, rifle- 
sized weapon that has two light 
legs attached to the barrel. The 
legs steady the barrel and hold it 
about a foot above the ground, and 
the man who is firing it lies on 
his stomach. The biggest automat- 
ic weapon has a tapered barrel 
five feet long. This is the famed 
American .50-calibre machine gun. 
In between these extremes, there 
is the standard light machine gun, 
which shoots the same bullet a 
rifle shoots, these bullets being fed 
to it in long belts. Al] these auto- 
matic weapons are portable, with 
the 50-caliber more often found 
mounted on jeeps and half-tracks 
or Flying Fortresses. 


The rocket launcher (“bazooka”) 
is the first really secret weapon 
in the war. It was first used in 
the landing in Africa and only in 
recent months, very properly, has 
the Army allowed even a reference 
to it in print. Its mechanism is 
still secret. But this much the 
enemy already knows to his re- 
gret: that American infantrymen, 
fighting on foot, now have a weap- 
on with which one man can knock 
out even a Mark VI tank, if he 
hits it in the right plate. Close 
on the heels of the rocket launcher, 
in ability to throw an explosive 
charge where it will do the most 
good, is the grenade thrower, an 
attachment which makes it possi- 
ble for a’ rifle, literally, to shoot 
a hand grenade instead of a bullet, 


All these weapons.are in addi- 
tion to the infantry’s traditional 
rifle. The American standard M-1, 
or Garand, rifle is called a semi- 
automatic because the soldier 
doesn’t have to work a bolt by 
hand to reload it. Having put in 
a clip of eight cartridges, he has 
simply to pull the trigger eight 
times to fire all the shots. When 
he holds the trigger down, all ~~ 
shots fire in succession, and e 
gun operates as a “full automatic.” 
Mortars, automatic weapons, rocket 
launchers, grenades, and rifles— 
these were the weapons with which 
“we” were to take the funnel pass 
northeast of El Guettar.

terrain of the battlefield in com- 
mon, Other things being any- 
where near equal, the victory will 
go to whichever understands the 
terrain best. The Americans won 
the opening round of the battle at 
El Guettar because they under- 
stood the pdssibilities of the ter- 
rain better than the enemy did. 
The enemy understood the funnel 
as it was described in preceding 
paragraphs. He knew the ease 
with which it could be defended 
from frontal attack. Standing in 
the funnel, the enemy looked at its 
steep sides rising 1800 feet, in some 
parts almost vertically, to sharp, 
jagged peaks. He said to himself: 
“These sides are no problem, for 
only mountain goats could climb 
them. There’s only the mouth of 
the funnel to defend.” So the 
enemy dug his positions and sited 
his guns and laid his mines and 
his wire to make the entrance of 
the funnel impregnable, 
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HAT he did not understand was 
Wir vulnerability of his position 

to an attack delivered not at 
the mouth but in the very neck of 
the funnel itself. Nor did he know 
that a way existed by which such 
an attack might be delivered. The 
Americans understood both those 
facts although neither could be un- 
derstood from the map alone. The 
reconnaissance parties of the 
American Rangers, the scouts and 
the patrols, had learned the mean- 
ing of the rocks and hills first- 
hand. They had learned thgm rap- 
idly and accurately in a very few 
nights, slipping and scrambling up 
around the edge of the enemy’s po- 
sition. To their own first-hand 
knowledge, they had added the 
knowledge of Arab shepherds. 


And so, on the day before the 
attack began, the Americans knew 
and understood something of which 
the Germans’‘and the Italians were 
ignorant—that the north face of 
the pass they held was broken and 
cut into a succession of gorges, 
crevices, saddles and slopes. Linked 
together they could serve as a path 
along which men could pass single 
file. As the crow flies, the distance 
was only five miles. Taking 10 or 
12, a man could manage it walking 
in all but one place. There, he 
would have 20 feet of mountain 
climbing, but if there were a chain 
of men, one man could help an- 
other. 


If the enemy had perceived this 
fact, he would also have perceived 
that the whole route could be tra- 
versed without once silhouetting a 
man against the-skyline, or expos- 
ing him to direct observation from 
within the pass. And he would 
have seen that the end of this 
route came out in a narrow defile 
just back of the 1000-foot peak 
which formed the wall of the very 
narrowest part of the funnel, in 
other words, directly in the rear 
of his defensive position. Knowing 
these things, the enemy could have 
foretold his defeat if he ever al- 
lowed the Americans to surprise 
him by coming this circuitous way. 
Once on the hill over the narrow- 
est part of his position, the Amer- 
icans would be breathing down the 
back of his neck. He could not 
turn to fight them except at a dis- 
advantage. He would be fighting 
uphill and without cover instead 
of the other way round, as at the 
mouth of the funnel, 

It is equally true that, if the 
enemy had known these things, 
he would never have been sgsur- 
prised, for there was hardly a spot 
in the long line of march up and 
down the mountainside that he 
could not have defended with a 
single battery of machine guns,

Paget

Pierre

NEW YORK, Dec. 18. 


MONG the more distinguished 
A pupils of the late, great 
coffier — and heaven knows 
how many of them there may be 
—is Frank Paget, managing direc- 
tor of Hotel Pierre and a restau- 
rateur who speaks of the master in 
the hushed tones of an authentic 
disciple. Paget served his post- 
graduate culinary apprenticeship 
under Escoffier at the Carlton in 
London, but he received, in addl- 
tion, he sighs, a liberal education 
in philosophy and the humanities. 
For to Paget, Escoffier was not 
merely the chef incomparable. He 
was sage, statesman, pundit and a 
philosopher with profundity. No 
wonder, then, that when this de- 
partment pays a dinner call at the 
Pierre, it may expect to be served 
with an_ all-too-rare delicacy, 
namely, deviled beef bones, with- 
out having forwarded an advance 
reminder of its predilection for 
that dish to the management. For, 
like his tutor, Paget abides by the 
bromide: “The way to a man’s 
heart is,” etc. 
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AMONG THE MAJOR virtues 
Paget learned from his pre-emi- 
nent teacher was humility, and it 
offers an eloquent clew to the 
secret of the super-efficiency with 
which he contrives to manage an 
elegant hostelry under war-time 
atress with prewar poise. Four 
hundred seventy-five employes, at 
an imposing variety of stations, 
man the Pierre around the clock, 
under Paget’s quiet direction, but 
each of them enjoys his friendship 
or acquaintance and welcome his 
opinion on problems ranging from 
hot-water temperature to the cor- 
rect texture of the hotel’s em- 
bossed stationery. 

He is a walking encyclopedia of 
imported vintages and an accepted 
authority in the Pierre’s wine cel- 
lars, and in the hotel’s kitchens, of 
course, he is consulted with defer- 
ential sincerity, 
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A modest man, Paget, attrib- 
utes his over-all knowledge of 
hostelry management to this self- 
same virtue of humility. One of 
Escoffier’s oft-repeated axioms 
was: “To be at the top, you must 
know the bottom,” and another 
was: “To issue orders at the 
front of the house you must earn 
respect at the back of the 
house.” Both these counsels 
Paget pursued zealously through- 
out his career as a boniface.

ORIGINALLY FROM LYONS, 
Paget studied his kindergarten les- 
sons about the intricacies of a 
pension at a hotel school and was 
graduated from there to, the 
Ecole des Hoteliers in Lausanne, 
Switzerland. Then followed a prac- 
tical apprenticeship as steward of 
the Regina, in Paris, and as asso- 
ciate manager of the Hotel de la 
Cloche, in Dijon. Like most ho- 
teliers, he spent some years in 
other cities of France and in Bel- 
gium and Germany and finally at 
the Carlton, where he came under 
the influence of Escoffier. 

He was lured to these shores in 
order to preside at the front desk 
of the old Waldorf, and from there 
he was shanghaied to St. Louis, 
where for 14 years he guided the 
fortunes at the Coronado and en- 
hanced not only his own reputa- 
tion but that of the hostelry as 
well. About the time Paget was 
beginning to feel like a born Mis- 
sourian Paul Getty beckoned him 
to take the commanding post at 
the Pierre. And deviled beef bones 
have been on the Pierre's menus 
ever since, 
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WELL, JUST TO PLEASE this 
department’s public, which expects 
this sort of thing,: we called Tony 
Williams, the fashionable tailor, 
in re Mr. Stalin’s jacket cuffs. The 
news pictures of the Great Man in 
his new military tunic all showed 
the cuffs to be overlong and flap- 
ping around the end of his thumbs, 
so that, by comparison to the well 
measured Messrs. Roosevelt and 
Churchill, his suit looked right off 
the hook and ready to wear.

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Stuffing 
the 
Turkey 


By Arthur Deute 


WOMAN living on a farm in 


A ask about stuffings. 
stuffings for turkeys, 
shoulders of veal and so on to be 


regarded as among the most use- ; 
ful and important of our so-called & 


meat stretchers?” she writes. 

Now, I’ve never looked upon a 
lovely dressing (or stuffing, if one 
wants to call it that) ag a meat- 
stretcher, but in fact, it is, and a 
very excellent one. 

As such, stuffings or dressings 
deserve some immediate attention. 
Even the briefest study opens a 
wide vista of discovery. Stuffings 
and dressings belong to the family 
of food items known, in culinary 
terms, as forcemeats. Many peo- 


ple have an idea that they are ; 


called forcemeats because they are 
generally forced through sieves or 
grinders and such gadgets. Actu- 
ally, forcemeat is a term which 
was adapted from the original 
“farce-meat,” and that came from 
the French verb “farcie”’—to stuff, 
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IN THIS COUNTRY, and espe- 
cially in England, forcemeats fall 
into two principal groups—the 
dressings which are used to stuff 
fowl, f instance, and then the 
mixture used for making quenelles 
—the dainty little balls of meat 
and seasoning which are cooked 
in water or broth and then served 
in soup. Or, one goes a step fur- 
ther and to other countries to find 
the meat balls of Italy or the liver 
dumplings of Sweden, and they all 
belong to the same family. 

In the United States, however, 
we have grown more simple in our 
demands and we think of stuffing 
merely as something made of bread 
crumbs and sage and pushed into a 
turkey or a chicken before it is 
roasted. 
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Now, this is a sad fate to im- 
pose on such a lively item as 
good dressing, and in this little 
note we should like to give you 
some famous dressings which 
may prove to be wonderful vari- 
ations from the day-to-day va- 
riety. 
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ONE OF THE MOST delicious 
dressings I ever found in a turkey 
came to me in an Atlanta (Ga.) 
home. The old-time Southern fam- 
ily referred to it as “Dry stuffing.” 
Here is the recipe: Four cups of 
dry, stale bread crumbs were pre- 
‘pared. Then in a skillet one cup 
of turkey fat (drippings) from the 
last bird was melted and in it a 
sliced onion was fried to a rich 
brown. Then the onion was re- 
moved. Into this onion-flavored fat 
the crumbs were mixed and to the 
mixture were added a half a cup 
of celery, chopped or cut very fine, 
together with salt and pepper to 
taste. This stuffing then went into 
the turkey, and came out a deli- 
cious thing indeed. 

But it did not stop there. On 
occasion, the family cook cooked 
chestnuts until tender, chopped 
them into large bits and added 
them to the dressing. Then again, 
chipped mushrooms and bits of 
olives, mixed in with a little left- 
over brown gravy were used. This 
dressing can also be made with 
cornbread crumbs—and a delight- 
ful dressing it is, indeed. 
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Incidentally, there is a real im- 
portance in saving drippings 
from a roasted bird, keeping it 
in a jar in the refrigerator and 
using it in the preparation of 
dressing for the next bird. This 
fat helps to provide a smooth- 
ness that seems “ap gpg be 
missing. Also, it is a g ex- 
ample of the modern trend to- 
ward practical cooking economy. 
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HERE IS A DELICIOUS recipe 
for stuffing for chickens and tur- 
keys which I obtained in New Or- 
leans. It came from a waiter in 
Arnaud’s restaurant who, like so 
many of the waiters in that estab- 
lishment, are gourmets in‘ their 
own right: 

Make a mixture of two cups of 
cooked wild rice, a finely chopped 
onion, a tablespoonful of chopped 
ham (very fine), and the following 
seasons: salt, pepper, sage, thyme 
and parsiey—all to taste. 
little butter or chicken fat in a 
sauce pan and add this mixture, 
browning slowly and stirring con- 
stantly for five minutes. Now add 
20 or so small oysters, cooking the 
mixture for three minutes more. 
Stuff the bird with this dressing. 
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ROASTING A TURKEY: In 
every section of this country there 
are “native” or local dishes of rare 
goodness. To keep these recipes 
alive, there are sincere gourmets 
who go out of their way to gather 
them up and preserve them for one 
and all. In Maryland, that ancient 
land of good eating, this labor of 
love is being carried on by my 
friend, Frederick Phillip Stieff. I 
bring you, with his consent, a 
recipe for roasting a turkey—Mary- 
land or otherwise—as supplied by 
Edwina Booth Crossman, daughter 
of Edwin Booth, the actor, and it 
comes from Tudor Hall in Harford 
County, the birthplace of Edwin 
Booth: 

Select and clean a plump turkey. 
Make a stuffing of three cups of 
stale bread, crumbled fine and 
moistened. Add the liver and a 
slice of ham, both minced fine. 
Also a dash of onion and parsley, 
with salt and pepper to taste. Mix 
well, adding, if desired two well 
beaten eggs and fill the turkey. 
Put in roasting pan with small 
amount of water, simply enough to 
prevent the pan from burning at 
the start. Baste frequently with 
essence. Roast not too fast until 
well done and golden brown. 

Personally, I figure a 20-pound 
young turkey to take about two 
and a half to three hours—starting 
at about 400 degrees until brown- 
ing, and then at 300 until] tender.

Until gas rationing caught up 
with him, Fisher was one of 
Philadelphia’s most ardent fish- 
ermen but now his favorite 
sport is a good dinner in good 
company with plenty of good 
claret. 

“I am also as responsible as 
any one man for the current 
shortage of Scotch;” he says, 
“and am now working on the 
rye and rum interests. I am a 
member of a stag group. that 
meets each Thursday night and 
we believe we have them on the 
run.”

Atterthoughts 
on the Ballet 


By 


Thomas B. Sherman 
HE recent visit to St. Louis of 
T ine Ballet Theatre must have 
had a dispiriting effect on the 
local balletomanes. The four per- 
formances given here by that 
company, while not conspicuously 
bad, were almost wholly devoid of 
excitement. By the liberal exer- 
cise of tolerance and the faculty 
of selection, one could find some 
things to like but nothing seen 
or heard ever was capable of 
whipping up the blood or haunting 
the dreams. Such an incitement 
to frenzy, as I understand it, is 
precisely what the balletomanes 
must have. Without it they per- 
ish. That is to say, they degen- 
erate into mere seat-holders and 
bored ones at that. 

The balletomane first sprang up 
{n the United States after the 
first visit of the Diaghilev Ballet 
in 1916. Subsequent tours of that 
company carried it all over the 
country. There were persons in 
St. Louis who, fifteen years after 
the event, could describe in de- 
tail the choreography, the setting 
and the costumes of the “After- 
noon of a Faun.” Those who were 
fortunate enough to see Nijinsky 
in the “Spectre of the Rose,” will 
remember that eighteen-foot leap 
to their dying day. And for others, 
the word ballet is always asso- 
ciated with the brilliant primary 
‘Colors of Leon Bakst or the music 
of Stravinsky.

A NEW GENERATION of St. 
Louis balletomanes sprang into 
existence some ten years ago when 
the Symphony Society brought 
Colonel de Basil’s Ballet Russes 
to the Odeon. Mest of them were 
too young to have known any- 
thing about Nijinsky or Karsa- 
vina but even if they had, they 
still would have found plenty of 
intoxication in the dancing of such 
gifted and beautiful young artists 
as Toumanova, Baranova, Ria- 
bouschinska, Danilova, Lichine, 
Shabelevsky, and above all, Mas- 
sine, who was no longer a youth. 

Which brings us to one of the 
chief defects of the Ballet Theatre 
productions as seen here last 
week end. These productions were 
unilluminated by the presence of 
outstanding personalities. The only 
star with the company was Anton 
Dolin who appeared in only two 
ballets. 
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One would not complain at the 
absence of mere names if the 
less celebrated successors of 
Markova and Baranova, who 

sre with the Ballet Theatre last 
year, had brought with them a 
special brilliance of their own. 
All that can be truthfully said, 
however, about such dancers as 
Nora Kaye, Janet Reed, Rosella 
Hightower, Hugh Laing and 
Michael Kidd is that they are 
talented. They have a consider- 
able technical range and they 
show a certain amount of tem- 
perament, but they never burst 
into flame

THE LACK OF EXCITEMENT 


in the performances of the Ballet 
Theatre was not wholly due to the 
lack of great dancers. Undoubted- 
ly there was something about the 
repertory which had a delimiting 
effect on the emotions. To express 
a personal viewpoint, I would say 
there was too little of kinetic pag- 
eantry such as is the ballet “Pe- 
trouschka,” too little sheer poetry 
of motion such as may be found in 
the classical ballets of "Les Sylph- 
ides” and “Swan Lake.” Instead 
there was a proportionately great- 
er emphasis on satire and psycho- 
logical analysis. 

“The Judgment of Paris” and 
“Gala Performance” were both 
brightly conceived and neatly exe- 
cuted pieces. Their treatment, 
however, was essentially intellec- 
tual. Satire, in fact, is always in- 
tellectual, no matter how broad it 
is,and for that reason is not capa- 
ble of being worked up into an 
emotionally expansive mood. In 
the case of “Romeo and Juliet,” 
another new ballet by Antony Tu- 
dor, the delimitation of the emo- 
tional effect was caused by the 
technical treatment. Mr. Tudor 
avoided all sustained mass move- 
ments and, whether through lack 
of desire or ability, imparted no 
pathos, no poetic eloquence of any 
kind to the movements of the indi- 
vidual dancers. 
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One had the feeling of a sensi- 
tive mind at work, but within 
definitely restricted emotional 
limits. Apparently Mr. Tudor 
fecis that a more unified effect 
may be achieved by keeping the 
activity of the individual dancer 
well within the framework of the 
whole. For this reason his com- 
positions do not provide for any 
generous individual virtuosity. 
But in a piece such as “Romeo 
and Juliet,” the protagonists 
must have their moments, They 
at least must have their oppor- 
tunities to express with eloquence 
and conviction those powerful 
feelings by which they were sup- 
posed to be motivated,

USTARD for the main dish of 
(xe meal may be an entirely 

new idea to you, but we believe 
you will find it a pleasant change 
and an excellent way to stretch 
left-over meat and, in addition, 
provide an attractive way of serv- 
ing spinach. All the foods that go 
into this custard are harmonious 
in flavor, and if you cook it just 
to the point where the milk and 
eggs form a perfect custard, then 
serve it promptly, you should have 
a delightful surprise for the 


family. 
Meat Custard. 

Two tablespoons chopped onion, 
one tablespoon pork drippings, one 
14-ounce can evaporated milk (one 
and two-thirds cups), two-thirds 
cup pork gravy or stock, one tea- 
spoon salt, three eggs, slightly 
beaten, two cups hot cooked rice, 
one cup left-over pork, cut in‘ thin 
strips, one-fourth pound spinach, 
cleaned and wilted, pepper. 

Saute onion in the drippings for 
five minutes. Add the milk, gravy, 
salt and pepper and heat to scald- 
ing, and pour over the eggs. Add 
the rice. Spread the meat in a 
greased baking dish (seven and 
one-malf by 11% by two). Add the 
rice mixture and the spinach in 
the center. Place in a pan of hot 
water and bake at 300 degrees for 
30 ‘to 35 minutes, or until custard 
is set. Four servings. Flaked 
left-over fish may replace some 
of the meat, if desired. To wilt 
spinach: Allow the spinach to 
stand in boiling water for two 
minutes. Drain well.

N DECEMBER 17, 1903, 40 
years ago last Friday, 
two young men trundled 

out onto the sands of Kitty 
Hawk, North Carolina, a weird 
looking contraption that they 
had conceived and partially 
built in their Dayton, Ohio, 
bicycle shop. The two young 
men were Orville and Wilbur 
Wright; their contraption was a 
heavier-than-air flying. ma- 
chine. Here, far from the ridi- 
cule and scorn that had been 
their only notice, Orville 
Wright, on that memorable 
day, became the first human to 
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fly in a heavier-than-air motor- 
driven machine. They made 
four flights that first day, over 
level ground—the ffirst and 
shortest over 120 feet in 12 sec- 
onds and the fourth and long- 
est, 852 feet in 59 seconds. 

In the 40 years that have 
elapsed since then, the devel- 
opment of the airplane has 
been plain for all to see. In 
peace as well as in war, it has 
become an integral part of our 
way of life. One of the bless- 
ings of their invention, the 
Wright brothers thought, would 
be the disappearance of wars. 
They reasoned that if the 
statesmen and rulers could be 
bombed from the air, they 
would hesitate to declare war. 
A toy in the early days of the 
first World War, the airplane 
by 1918 had become an itm- 
= instrument of battle.

Aviation, says Orville 
Wright, now 72 years old, is 
like fire: ‘It is useful as well 
as destructive.’

St. Louis Women in the War Effort 
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NE of the most im- 
C) portant factors in 

making the skies safe 
for travel by men, one which 
has kept pace successfully 
with the growth of aviation, 
is the technique of weather 
forecasting. The United 
States Department of Com- 
merce operates 44 stations 
in the United States and 
Alaska which compile daily 
weather information and 
data. This data, from all the 
separate stations, is co-ordi- 
nated with other informca- 
tion and becomes the basis 
for the general weather 
maps, forecasts and aero- 
nautical weather charts and 
forecasts which are distrib- 
uted a? teletype to the 
Army, Navy and commer- 
cial aviation stations. At 
St. Louis-Lambert Field is 
one of the Department of 
Commerce's 44 weather ob- 
servation stations. Miss Vir- 
ginia Tredinnick, an assist- 
ant weather observer, is one 
of four women employed in 
that capacity at the station. 
One of her duties is illus- 
trated in this photo—the 
making of a radio-sound ob- 
servation. She is holding a 
six-foot synthetic rubber, he- 
lium filled balloon. Just be- 
low the balloon is a red ray- 
on parachute, also six feet in 
diameter. She is holding in 
her right hand a two and a 
half pound battery-operated 
radio transmitter, which is 
attached to the parachute. 
When the apparatus is re 
leased, the transmitter auto- 
matically begins to broad- 
cast temperature and humid- 
ity records, which, in turn, 
are automatically received 
and recorded by a receiver 
in the weather bureau stca- 
tion. The balloon soars to a 
height of 10 or 12 miles be- 
fore it bursts. The parachute 
then allows the transmitter 
to drift to the ground, un- 
harmed. Persons finding the 
sets, which usually land in 
South or Central Illinois, are 
asked to bring them to their 
local postoffice, which for- 
wards them to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. A re- 
ward of $1 is given to a per- 
son turning in a transmitter. 
Radio - sound observations 
are made twice daily—at 10 
a, m. and 10 p. m. Miss 
Tredinnick, who is the 
gg sor of Mr. and Mrs. C. 
E. Tredinnick, 5915 Cates 
avenue, graduated {rom 
Washington University in 
1938. She majored in mathe- 
mathics and physics there. 
She came to work at the 
weather station in April, 
1942, two months after the 
Department of Commerce 
inaugurated the policy of 
using women as assistant 
weather observers.
